MR. GLADSTONE’S CONCESSIONS 
GLADLY ACCEPTED, 

WHE SECEDERS FLOCKING BACK TO THE 
PREMIER’S SUPPORT—FINAL ACTION ON 
HOME RULE TO BE POSTPONED. 

LonDon, May 27.—The general Liberal 
meeting called by Mr. Gladstone assembled at 

the Poreign Office this afternoon. There was a 

great crowd outside of the building. The meet- 

ing was well attended by the Premier’s support- 
ers, but none of the known Hartington or Cham- 
berlain dissidents was present. Two hundred 
and fifty members of Parliament were present. 
Mr. Gladstone was cheered when he entered. He 
at once proceeded to the business on 
hand. He was very vigorous and animated 
in his address. Hesaid that nobody would be 
committed to the support of the Home Rule 
bill by listening without protest or objection to 
what he had to say in favor of the measure, be- 

Cause he desired the fullest freedom to prevail 

in the Liberal Party in respecttoit. Lord Salis- 

bury’s recent speech, in which he said the busi- 


ness of Englana in Ireland was to govern, had 
decided the condition of the controversy, be- 


cause he was the official spokesman of the 
Opposition. The Irish policy of the Govern- 
ment’s opponents being therefore coercion, the 
importance of settling the Irish question now 
was intensified. It had been proposed to settle 
the matter by the adoption ofan abstract resolu- 


tion affirming the principje of home rule for Ire- 
land, but Mr. Gladstone thought the course pro- 


posed by the Government would answer better. 
Anendeavor had been made to emasculate the 
principie of autonomy for Ireland and convert 
the bill intoa delusion andasnare. Continuing, 
the Premier said the members who voted for the 
Home Rule bill would by doing so be inno way 


committed to the support of the Irish Land Pur- 
chase bill, the latter being a matter which would 


remain wholly within the power of the Imperial 
Parliament, even after the adoption of the Home 
Rule bill. Let those who said the concession of 
home rule to Ireland would impair the imperial 
authority, the Premier went on, remember that 
tne Imperial Parliament was omnipotent and 
unable to divest itself of its powers, which be- 
longed to the nation. Mr. Gladstone warmly 
eulogized Lord Hartington, wno, he said, pos- 
pessed integrity and manliness. The Premier, 
however, at no point during his speech made 
any allusion to Mr. Chamberijain. 

Concerning the matter or concessions. Mr. 
Gladstone said the Government was willing to 
submit. to Parliament a plan entitling Irish rep- 
resentatives to be invited to attend the Imperial 
Parliament whenever proposais of taxation 
affecting Ireland were up for consideration. 
Moreover, it the House of Commons so wished, 
the Government was ready to undertake the re- 
Sponmibility of entitling the Irish to be heard in 
the Imperia!) Parliament on imperial or reserved 
Questions. Changes in the Home Rule bill to 
accomplish these results would, however, entail 
a reconstruction of the measure. The Govern- 
ment, therefore, thought that after the second 
reading of the bill it might be postponed until 
the Autumn session of Parliament; or the Govy- 
pronment might resummon Parliament to 
pn early session in 1887, and then again 
submit the bill with such necessary 
amendments as during the interval had been 
deemed advisable without prejudice to the prin- 
ciple of the bill. Mr. Gladstone himself thought 
the latter method the preferable one, as it would 
give longer time for the consideration of pro- 
posed changes, and in the meantime the Gov- 
ernment would keep the issue fairly and clearly 
before the people of the three nations, whose 
desire it was, he hoped,to remain united for all 
substantial purposes. 

Atthe conclusion of Mr. Gladstone’s adaress 
Mr. Lewis Liewelyn Dillwyn, Liberat member 
for the town of Swansea, arose and deciured 
tbat he had been authorized to speak for the 
Welsh dissidents under certain contingencies. 
He now felt justitied in making a declaration, 
ape that was that the concessions offered by the 

remier were acceptable to the Welsh dissi- 
dents and were by them accepted, and be (Mr. 
Dillwyo) now assured Mr. Gladstone of the 
united support of ail the Welsh members. 

Among the other speakers who announced 
their approval of Mr. Gladstone’s position were 
e. Joseph Arch, the protégé of Mr. Chamber- 
ain, (Radical,) agricultural member for North- 
west Norfolk; Mr. Alrred wag Woree. (Liberai,) 
member for West Bradford; . John Bricton, 
Libera!,) member for Kidderminster; Mr. Joseph 

ushton, (Liberai,.) member for Lincoln City; 
Mr. Wiiliam Rathbone, (Liberal,) member for 
the Arfow division of Carnarvonshire; Mr. 
Charlies Bradlaugh, (Radica!,) member for 
Northamptonborough, and a number of others. 
The meeting adjourned with three cheers for 
Mr. Gladstone. The Premier’s address was fre- 
quently greeted by his auditors with bursts of 
applause, which were heard by the outside 
crowd and re-echoed by cheers. 

The Premier’s followers now express them- 
gelves agsanguine of the success of his Irish 
policy. They do not speak as if they feel that 
Ruy concessions have been made to the 
Chamberiain and Hartington followings, but 
maintain that Mr. Gladstone has defined the 
Government’s policy in a way so clear 
nd satisfactory that Liberal waverers can no 
cer withhold their approval and must rally 
to the Premier’s support. This, it is thought by 
the Government party, must result in practically 
breaking down the so-called dissident opposi- 
tion, as it will leave no Liberal not actuated by 

urely personal motives apy further ground for 
Postile affiliation. se 
A number of the Liberal cissidents who did 
not care totrisk compromising themselves by at- 
tending the meeting have hailed with undis- 
vised satisfaction the attitude of apparent con- 
Giliation adopted by the Premier. These now 
openiy prociaim their intention to return to 
their party allegiance and vote with the 

overnment for the second reading. Among 
he tirst to announce their return’ have 
been Mr. John Fietcher Moulton, Radical, 

ember for Clapham, and Mr. Samuel Whit- 
1 Liberal, member for Bedford. Both were 
adherents of Lord Hartington before to-day’s 
meeting; both bave since announced themselves 
as supporters of Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Whit- 
bread’s accession 1s perhaps the most infiuential 
that the Premier ceuld have desired. He is the 

eutieman referred to as a wise counselor by 

r. Gladstone in bis great speech intro- 
ducing the Home Rule bill on April 8, 
and by reason of bis high character and sound 
judzment has long been a conspicuous member 
of the Liberal Party. Besides the above named 
@ number of other dissidents have openly pro- 
nounced themselves satisfied with Mr. Glad- 
stone’s present attitude and the concessions he 
bas promised to mske, and declared their inten- 
tion to vote for the second senting. The gener- 
al opinion this afternoon is that the Home Rule 
bill will now certainly pass the second reading. 

This evening sone of the Liberals who attend- 
ed the meeting say that they do not believe that 
the concessions promised by Mr. Gladstone, al- 
though very great, will secure Mr. Chamber- 
Jain’s support.

In the House cf Commons this evening Mr. 
Norris (Conservative) asked whether the Govern- 
ment still regarded the Home Rule and Land 
Purchase bills as inseparably connected. Mr, 
Gladstone replied that he bad nothing to add to 
tbe speech which he made when he introduced 
the Land Purchase bill. Hereupon Mr. Cham- 
berlain and his followers retired to the lobby to 
discuss Mr. Gladstone’s announcement. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach (Conservative) asked 
Mr. Gladstone to repeat the statement which he 
made at the Liberal meeting to-day with refer- 
ence to the modification of the Home Rule 
bill and the postponement of the bill 
after the second reading. Mr. Gladstone re- 
plied that he could not undertake to 
repeat the statement, as it would require three- 
quarters of xan hour. Sir Michael then asked the 
nature of the proposed modifications, if any 
were intended. Nir. Gladstone replied that there 
was no change which he could state ina few 
words. He said shat he had informed tne Lib- 
eral meeting to-day of the views of the Gov- 
erument in regard to the second reading of the 
billand the Government’s course thereafter. 
* Suppose,” continued Sir Michael, **that the 
Home Rule bill be read the second time, would 
jt tien be withdrawn 7?” Mr. Gladstone answered 
thatinsuch an é¢vent he would not ask the 
House to continue the consideration of the bill 
during the present sessior. 

The House having gone into committee on the 
Arms bill, Mr. Healy moved that the power to 
put the act in operation be given notto the Irish 
Privy Council but to the Lord Lieutenant, on 
the ground that the former consisted almost en- 
Grely of Orangemen or Orange sympathizers. 

Mr. Dillon seconded the motion. Mr. Morley, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, said that the Govern- 
ment could not comply with Mr. Heaiy’s request 
to let the Lord Lieutenant personally apply the 
act.

Atan informal conference this evening the 
Parnellites agreed to accept Mr. Gladstone's pro- 
posal to read the bill a second time and post- 
pone the committee stage until Autumn, They 
were also inclined to agree to the proposed mod- 
ifications it the amended clause should be found 
under scrutiny to imply no encroachment on 
the privileges of the Irish Parliament. The 
Parnellites are hopeful that the tactics of the 
Government wiilllead toa gradual crumbling of 
the opposition. 

At the meeting of the Chamberlain section 
this evening the fact was disclosed that only 
two followers of Mr. Chamberlain bad returned 
to allegiance to Mr. Gladstone, but there are in- 
dications that several desire to abstain from 
voting on the second reading of the Home Rule 
bill. The Ministerialists limit the number of re- 
turning malcontents to 12, but they expect that 
a large number willabstain from voting. The 
postponement of the dissolution of Parliament 
if the Home Rule bill passes the second reading 
acts ” a powerful leverin favor of the Govern- 
mcn 

A number of Liberals'whose names are on the 
list of speakers on the Home Rule bill nave inti- 
mated that they do not desire to protract the 
debate. It is now expected that the division 
will take place on Tuesday next. The Ministers 
rely upon obtaining a majority of 30. 

The Queen will return to Windsor in the third 
week in June. Mr. Gladstone's respectful sug- 
gestion to her to remain at indsor until after 
the division on the Home Rule bill had no effect, 
and her refusal to remain bas caused a bad im- 
pression throughout the country. 

The skirmish between Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
and Mr. Gladstone in the House of Commons to- 
night bas produced some reaction among the 
the yielding dissidents. It is now doubted 
whether the Premier will withdraw the 
Home Rule bill in the event of its pass- 
ing the second reading. At the private 
meeting of the Chamberlain party in the 
House of Commons this evening the speak- 
ers referred coldiy to the Premier's speech. 
Many, however, were disposed to support the 
billif the presentatien of a new bill be cuar- 
anteed. Astrenuous opposition will be offered 
to dealing with the present measure in commit- 
tee after the second reading. The followers of 
Mr. Chamberlain believe that the Government 
will gladly let the bill die naturally, thus avoid- 
ing the formal withdrawal or the measure. 

A prominent Whig said to-night: ‘There isa 
strong feeling among many of us that itisan 
insult to ask practical men to vote for a bill that 
is destined to be withdrawn under any circum- 
stances, and pledge ourselves to support a future 
measure whose provisions are unknown.” 

The Parnellites are divided with reference to 
the retention of Irish members at Westminster. 
All are opposed to a separate session for the 
discussion of the Home Ruie bill. They do not 
object to the hojding of asession in the Autumn, 
provided it be in continuation of the present 
session. 

Mr. Chamberlain and his followers will hold 
another meeting to-morrow to decide upon their 
attitude with reference to the proposed modifi- 
cations of the Home Rule bill. 

The Lord Lieutenant and Lady Aberdeen 
visited Queen’s College, Cork, to-day, and were 
enthusiastically received by the _ students. 
Cheers were given for Gladstone, Parne!), and 
home rule, followed by groans for the Queen. 

At Downpatrick, Ulster, four boys have been 
sentenced to rhree months’ imprisonment, under 
the act of Edward III., for disorderly shouting 
and cheering fcr home rule at a late hour of the 
night. 

Ata meeting of Ulster Protestants at Dun- 
gancon resoluttons were adopted expressing 
gratitude to Mr. Gladstone, hoping that he will 
be successful, and promising him support in the 
event of a new election. 

The Rev. Mr. Spurgeon publishes an attack on 
Mr. Gladstone’s Home Rule bill. The preacher 
asks: “ What has Ulster done to be cast off?” 
and adds: ** The whole scheme is full of dangers 
and absurdities, as if conceived by a madman. 
Yet Iam sure that Mr. Gladstone believes he is 
only doing justice and acting for the good of all. 
I consider that he is making one of those mis- 
takes | only made by great aod well meaning 
men. 

The Queen traveled throughout the night and 
reached Perth this morning, where she had 
breakfast. She afterward proceeded on her 
journey to Balmoral. Sbe was loudly cheered 
by the people of Perth. 

Ata meeting of Irish peers held to-night at 
the Duke of Abercorn’s residence it was resolved 
strenuously to oppose Mr. Gladstone’s scheme 
tor self-government for Ireland. 

A coniterence of Jadies was held to-night, at 
which delegates from the Ladies’ Liberal Asso- 
ciation were present from various towns. It 
wus resolved to form a central association and 
to extend the movement. Several members of 
the House of Commons attended the conference. 

Lonpon, May 28.—The Daily News is ex- 
ultant over the unexpected success of the Glad- 
stone meeting. 

It is reported that Mr. Bright said to-night 
that he deplored the fact that, for the first time 
in his life, the wording of an invitation toa 
Liberal meeting prevented him from attending.

TO EXPEL ROYAL PRINCES. 


Paris, May 27.—The Government sub-- 
mitted its Expulsion bill. to the Chamber of 
Deputies this evening and demanded urgency 
for its consideration. The bill empowers the 
Government to prohibit all members of the 
families which formerly reigned in France from 
remaining within the country under a penalty 
of five years’ imprisonment. The Minister of 
the Interior is to inform the ostracised of the 
prohibition against them by issuing a decree 
commanding them to depart. Insubmitting the 
bill the Government announced their readiness 
to give immediate effect to the expulsions. 
M. Demole, Minister of Justice, read the 
preamble of the Dill. The vreamblie 
says that» when the repubijic abrogated 
former decrees it was believed the Princes 
would respect the national institutions. On the 
contrary, however, they hadseized every chance 
to do injury to the republic. The time had ar- 
rived, therefore, to put an end to the schemes 
of the Princes. M. Demole was frequently in- 
terrupted by shouts from members of the Right. 
Comte de Maillé was conspicuous in this respect, 
and was finally called to order by the President 
of the Chamber. The House voted urgency for 
the bill, and referred the measure to the bu- 
reaus. M. Basiy’s proposal to confiscate the 
property of former reigning families, and with 
the proceeds derived from its sale to endowa 
fund for aged and distressed citizens, was also 
referred to the bureaus. M. Guyot introduced 
@ resolution in favor of the separation of Church 
and State. 





THE FISHERIES TROUBLES. 
OTTAawa, May 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day the Hon. Mr. Foster, Minister of 
Marine, in reply to a question, said that six ves- 
sels were being fitted. out to protect the 


Canadian fisheries. The vessels are the 
General_ Middieton, Teor, Owrrlet, Conrad, 
Maggie Lindsay, and another. The instructions 
to the masters of these vessels are to cruise 
around the coast to proteot the inshore fisheries 
from the encroachment of foreign fishing vessels, 
especially those of the United States. They are to 
do their work with as great caution, as much 
courtesy, and as much firmness as_ is 
possible. On being asked whether due 
conference had been had with the 
imperial authorities, Mr. Foster said: 
“Ail I can say is that in the beginning of our 
proceedings negotiations were immediately 
opened with the home Government and have 
been continued. The imperial authorities are 
kept fully informed on the points as they are 
brought up.” 

St. JoHN, New-Brunswick, May 27.— 
The Lansdowne and Genera! Middletou sailed 
for the cruising grounds early this morning.

PROHIBITION 1N RHODE ISLAND. 

Newport, R. IL, May 27.—The Prohib- 
itory bill passed the House this afternoon 
after a fight of a day anda half.

‘THE KNIGHTS’ SLOW WORK 


‘TROUBLE OVER THE MEMBERSHIP 
OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


ITS REPORT—WHAT THE GOVERNMENT 
WILL BE ASKED TO DO. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 27.—The Knights 
of Labor do not believe in all work and no play 
while they are holding a convention. A couple 
of hundred of them have been in Cleveland for 
four days. Two-thirds of this number were ad- 
mitted to the General Assembly, which held its 
first session Tuesday afternoon. That session 
lasted for about four hours. The following 
day the Knights sat for less than 
three hours, but they determined to 
deliberate for eight hours on succeeding 
days, or until the assembly had finished its 


work. They have notdone so. The assembly 
met at 8 o’clock this: morning. Five hours later 
it adjourned for the day. It talked and it talked 
andthen it advised a committee which had 
made a report to seek the seclusion} from which 
it bad emerged after a period of balf a day and 
make another report. The committee which 


had tendered a report was the Law Committee, 


Its members had been selected with great care. 
It was considered the most important of all 
the committees appointed and was thor- 
oughly coached by Mr. Powderly and his 
Executive Board before it retired to 
formulate such a report as the General Master 
Workman considered would fit the hole in which 


the order found itself, Mr. Powderly had in- 


formed the committee that the General Execu- 
tive Board was too small for its work. He 
wanted it enlarged. Tbe committee was quite 
willing to do his bidding, and came into the 
convention this morning with a number of 
propositions up its sleeve aud another scheme, 
which they presented to the convention. This 


was that the General Executive Board should be 


increased to 13, and that the General Master 
Workman and Secretary should be relieved of 
all work outside of their office duties, 

The convention did not accept the report; it 
debated it. Orators sprung up 1n ail parts of the 
halland relieved their pent-up teelings by show- 
ing how the report could be improved upon. 
Some thought that a board of 18 would be too 
large; some argued that each State in tho 
Union should be represented in it by from 
one to three men. When both sides had 
exbausted their eloquence a third party 
claimed the attention of the convention, 
and cast a chill over it by inquiring if it 
would not be unconstitutional for a special con- 
vention to x»mend the constitution. This ques- 
tion was asked of several delegates last Monday 
night by THE ‘IMES's correspondent. They 
promised to look into the matter. They evi- 
dently kept their promise, and when one ot their 
number fired the question at the convention 
some of the leaders or would-be leaders 
felt very uncomfortable and wisbed from 
the bottom of their hearts that tne con- 
vention contained iess 
The committee did the best it could 
under the circumstances. It explained that it 
had tried to perform its duty and was willing to 
try again. Its members were provably not fully 
aware of the responsibility that rested on them. 
A majority of them understood that the General 
Executive Board was not able to do its work 
and needed help. These men did not look be- 
neath the surface. Some of their shrewdergfcom- 
panions knew that places were wanted 
for workers, or, rather, by workers, some 


inquisitive people. 


“of whom are.laborers who do not labor—the 


sort of men against whom Mr. Powderly has 
warned the Knights of Labor. The unthinking 
members of the committee were willing to in- 
crease the board to most unwieldy proportions, 
but Mr. Powderly would not have it. He de- 
sires a0 eulargement, but is just as anxious to 
keep the board within reasonable limits. 

The Knights have alleged that the trades 
union have too many officers and spend too 
much money in salaries. Mr. Powderly will not, 
if be can help it, leave the Knights open to a 
like accusation. He knows perfectly well that 
dozens of Knights are electioneering day and 
night to obtain places on the board. He and 
many others besides him feel that the 
more the board is strengthened beyond 
a certain point the more the order 
is weakened. There are men who. are 
making the most strenuous exertions to obtain 
a place whom he willnot have as assistants at 
auy cost. It is difficult to predict the result. 
There is much good material among the Knights, 
but the greater number of delegates are impul- 
sive and can easily be carried off their feet by 
specious reasoning and florid oratory. In their 
couler moments they recognize Mr. Powderiy as 
the mainstay of the order. ln moments of ex- 
citement they are Ilable to forget this and run 
in the other direction. 

The question of the constitutionalty of any 
amendment of the constitution was argued in 
the convention at some lenzth, but did not 
seem to strike the convention us of the first im- 
portance. They recognize the fact that 
the situation is serious—at least, they be- 
lieve 80 because Mr. Powderly says 560, 
and if Mr. Powderly advises it the con- 
vention will throw the constituttonality 
to the dogs. Such a course may prove 
troublesome in the future, but it is likely to be 
adopted at this juncture. The committee was 
finally instructed to retire and prepare a fresh, 
report. When it appears before.the convention 
to-morrow it will probably mest with strong 
opposition from the men who are looking out 
for number one, asit is believed that its next 
report will favor a small increase of the board. 

The trades unions committee spent the day 
with the Good of the Order Committee. The 
latter will probably make its report to-morrow. 
Its report will very likely receive rough hand- 
hing. The convention is nota unit on its atti- 
tude toward the trades unions. Some of the 
delegates side with Mr. Powderly, and are in 
favor of making all concessions demanded by 
the unions. Mr. Powderly is perhaps the only 
member of the General Executive Board in 
favor of this course, and he made a 
bot speech to the convention yesterday 
in support of his position. He told the conven- 
tion-that this was not the time to antagonize the 
unions; that the Knights had quite as much 
trouble on their hands as they could well handle 
and that discretion were much the better part 
of valor. The other members of the board are 
not exactly anxious to declare war against the 
unions, but do not believein knuckling under 
to them. They aJso believe that the fey for 
trades unions bas passed, and that labor might 
as well understand now as wellas at any other 
time that it must be represented by one body 
and thatthe Knights of Labor. If harmony 
prevails in the convention and the conservative 
element holds the whip hand there will be a 
truce between the Knights andthe unions.

A member of the unions’ committee said to 
THE TIMEs'’s correspondent to-day that there 
was a good deal of buncombe in the talk of the 
Knights regarding the large salaries paid by the 
unions. in proportion to membership the 
Knights, be said, had more salaried oflicers than 
the unions. Secretary Turner has over a dozen 
assistants, and there are numerous other offi- 
cers, organizers, &c., who seldom receive 
much attention from the public. There 
was no comparison, he _ held, between 
the benefits received by a union man and a 
Knight. If the latter desired to remove to an- 
other town and was without money, he might 
walk. Unaer the same circumstances a union 
man would have his fare paid. If a Konieht 
loses his health the order isof no benefit to him, 
butifa unionist loses his he is taken care of, 
Age, too, gives priority in the opinion of the 
unions’ committee and its members do not seem 
at all alarmed at the prospect of a possible fight 
with ite bulky antagonist. 

Two new committees were appointed to-day. 
One was instructed to prepare a memorial in 
which Congress will be requested to pass such 
labor measures as are embodied in the principles 
of the order. The Knights will request that the 
Government control the telegraph system of 
the country, and that itshall take measures to 
reclaim such public lands as have fallen 
into the possession of aliens. Only citi- 
zens, the memorial will probably state, 
should be _ aliowed to possess public 
jeands. The Union Pacific Railroad will receive 
some attention in the memoria}, and Congress 
will be invited to reciaim all public lands held 
by railroads which have not fulfilled their con- 
tracts with the Government. The duty of the 
other committee will be to draw the farmers 
toward the Knights. It will draft an address, 
which will be presented to the National Grange. 
The latter wiil be asked to co-operate with the 
Knights in all matters directly affecting labor. 

Lewis Harmon, of Peoria, read a paper on the 
labor question. He advocated the formation of 
a labor bureau, the Secretary of which should 
have aseat in the Cabinet. The various com- 
mittees returned to work after the adjournment 
of the convention, which will meet at 8 o'clock 
in the morning. 

It was learned late to-night that the ‘* Good of 
the Order” Committee would make its report in 
the morning. It had rather a stormy eession 
this afternoon anda quieter one to-night. The 
committee has decided not to touch the griev- 
ances of trades unions which relate to 
matters of istory. The report’ will 
not favor the disfranchisement of any 
Knights against whom the unions complain, 
but will advise the adoption of such laws as will 
prevent the admission in future to the Knights 
of bor of men who have been expellea by 
trades unions.

It has been said that Mar- 
seilles rags have been sent to Rotterdam, 
aud then shipped from that port to the United 
States. The increase of expense would make 
such a scheme a financial failure. It 
is simply absurd. It is also false 
tbat it is impossible to tell where 
rags come trom. man familiar 
with the business can tell on sight just what 
country apy particular lot of rags come. from. 
There is nothing easier than to recognize 
the difference between a Mediterranean and 
a Baitic importation. The same is true of 
Egyptian and Calcutta rags. Our house uses 
from 4,000 to 10,000 tons of rags.a year, and all 
Dut an inconsiderapble portion of them are im- 
ported. I consider the method of disinfection 
used here positively harmful to rags. It destroys 
their value. My rags are now ali imported at: 
Portland, where there are no restrictions.”

of dynamite were sent from New-York by Most 
to Spies for workin Chicago.

HOSIERY AND ENIT'GOODS MEN TO PROTECT: 
THEMSELVES,

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MAXWELL’S FLIMSY STORY 


SHIVERED TO SPLINTERS BY HIS 
CROSS-EX AMINATION, 
fHE SLAYER CF PRELLER CONTRADICTS 
HIMSELF ON THE STAND—A POOR DAY 
FOR THE DEFENSE, 

Sr. Louis, May °7.—In the Maxwell 
trial to-day the diminutive defendant appeared 
in his true light as tho monumental liar of the 
age. By his wavering, hesitating manner and 
his contradictory replies upon the cross-examin- 
stion he reversed the good impression which 
he made yesterGay, and left his previvus testi- 
mony in a hopelessly mixed condition, In a 
number of important instances he seemed ob- 
livious of statements made only 24 hours 
before, and gave himself the tie repeatedly. 
Apparently Maxweil was as cool, calm, 
and collected as when the direct 
examination. He bore the same nonchalant 
manner and was not in the least nervous or em- 
barrassed when his attention was directed to the 
fact thatanswer after answer proved him a liar. 
He appeared to take the entire proceeding as a

There are many who 
have thought him insane since he first began to 
talk, and their number has increased in the last 
few days. The prosecution intends in its rebut- 
tal evidence to pulverize more finely stiil 
the poor defense made by Maxwell's story. 
It transpired to-day that since it be- 
came known to the prosecution what the 
detense was to be, they have bad the body of 
Preller exhumed for the second time, and now 
have medical experts who will go upon the stand 
and swear that they have examined the organs 
of the corpse upon which the catheter is said to 
have been used, and that they were never, when 
in vital condition, under the influence of the 
disease which Maxwell says he was trying to 
cure when he killed his ** poor friend.” This will 
destroy the remnant of the prisoner’s story. It 
appears now safe to predict that nothing short 
of the production of a live C. Arthur Preller 
will save Maxwell from conviction.

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AMOS ROBBINS’S FIFTY YEARS, 


TALKING TO HIS FRIENDS AT A DINNER 
GIVEN HIM BY THEM. 

A flavor of the good old days of Fulton 
Market lingered in the air of Delmonico’s main 
dining hall from 7 o’eclock until long past 
midnight last night. A few of the friends of 
Amos Robbing, the Fulton Market poultry 
dealer, gave hiran a dinner to commemorate the 
fiftieth anniversary of his Fulton Market fellow- 
ship.

THR MORRISON TARIFF BILL, |

INDORSED BY THE MASSACHUSETTS REFORM 
LEAGUE. 


Boston, May 27.—A public meeting,, 
under the auspices of the Massachusetts Keform 
League, in support of the Morrison Tariff bill, 
was held in the South Meeting House to-night. 
Ex-Congressman Henry L. Pierce presided, and 
speeches were made by Mr. Pierce, B. C, Clark, 
in behalf of the United States cordage manu- 
facturers; William Lloyd Garrison, William F, 
Jones, of the Boston Fish Bureau; ex-Mayor 


Frederick O. Prince, Jerome Jones, of Jones, 
MecDuffee & Stratton, and Joseph 8, Roper. The 
speeches were of a practical order, and were 
from the business man’s view. Letters were 
read from George E. Downes, who stated the 
case in favor of free salt, and John M. Forbes, 
Leopold Morse, Charles M. Beach, of Hartford, 
Treasurer of the Home Woolen Manufacturing 
Compaby, and Roland Hazard, wool manufact- 
urer of Providence. Resolutions were adopted 
stating the attitude of the meeting as follows: 


*Wour years ago the Tariff Commission appointed by 
President Arthur, and consisting of Protecttonists ex- 
clusively, with John L. Liaves tor their Chairman, de- 
clured intheir report that a substantial reduction of 
tariff duties is demanded, not by a mere indiscriminate 
popular clamor, but by the best conservative opinion 
of the eountry, including that which at former 
times has been most strenuous to preserve our national 
industrial defenses, and thatsuch a reduction would 
be not only a due recognition of public sentiment and 
ame,-.ure of justice to consumers, but one condu- 
cive tothe general industrial prosperity, and which, 
though it may be temporarily inconvenient, would 
be ultimiutely beneficial to the special interests af- 
fected by such reduction. 

“The promise made by the commission, openly rati- 
fied by both the great political organizations, was not 
hept. HMvery effort to secure the “substantial reduc- 
tion” tren promised has thus tar been defeated. 
The average rate of duties upon imports for the 
last fiscal year was considerably higher than for 
the years immediately preceding the revision of 
the tariff which followed the Commissioner's report, 
Whatever reason existed in 1852 for a reduction of the 
tariff has not spent its force, The poor peo.ile can 
bear no better nowthan then the burden of unneces~ 
sary taxation. Congress is no more likely now than 
then to withstand the temptation of an overflowing 
Treasury. ‘he annual expenditures for pensions 
have increased from $25,000,000 to §65,000,000; 
for rivers and harbors from §,000,000, in 1876, to 
$13,000,000 in 1885, The total ordinary expenditures 
have increased from $!84,000,000 in 1876 to $208,000,0U0 
in 1885, and the river and pension bills now pending be- 
fore Congress, and which have passed eitherthe House 
or the Senate, call for expenditures which could not be 
made except by adding to the present burden of tax- 
ation. Meanwhile our commerce 1s declining. Since 
the revision of 1883 our foreign trade has decreased 
$2U0,060,000. The farmer is losing the foreign market 
for his grain, and the manufacturer, burdened witn 
taxes upon his materials, cannot send his surplus 
yroduct abroad. No steamship subsidies, however 
avish, can surmount the obstacles which our tartff 
laws oppose to foreign trade. We believe that ex- 
travagance in public expenditures should ve checked, 
that commerce should be encouraged, and that no 
tax should be laid upon the people which the Gov- 
ernment does not need, 

* Because it tends tojsecure these objects we believe 
that the present Morrison bill so-called ought to re- 
celve the favorable attention of Congress. By put- 
ting wool, salt, fish, hemp, lumber, and other 
articles upon the free list, and by making 
a reasonable reduction of the duty on cer- 
tain manufactured products, it secures a reasonable 
reduction in the revenues, a needed relief to the con- 
sumer, and aliving chance for certain important in- 
dustries, now too heavily handicapped by the tax upon 
their raw material If enacted we believe it 
would promote domestic industry and foreign 
trade alike. and do much toward closing the 
long period of business stagnation and idleness of 
jJabor which the war tariff has so signally failed to 
prevent. Werespectfully remind our representatives 
in Congress that while the bill touches very lightly the 
protected interests of New-England, the important in- 
dustries which it reieves will be quick to feel and to 
recognize its benefits, and that the consumers in 
whose interests it is framed comprises the entire 
body of voters. It apheese to beinits main features 
quite in harmony with the recently expressed views of 
some of our leading Congressmen, and we ask them to 
welgh the matter carefully before putting themselves 
under the necessity of explaining to their constituents 
& Vole against the cunsiderationjor the bill.” 





FIGHTING THIRD-AVENUE, 


ALL THE EMPLOYES OF A BOBTAIL .LINE, 
20 IN ALL, ORDERED TO STRIKE. 

For seyeral days Secretary Mulford, of 
the Executive Board, has been uttering dark 
hints as to some move about to be made in the 
interest of the Third-avenue strikers. There 
was a general demand on the part of the men for 
radical measures and a more active policy, 


and the new board was said to be formulating 
ascheme. Last evening the plan was revealed. It 
seems that on Wednesday afternoon the board 
decided to push the fight by beginning hostilities 
against every corporation In which Vice-Presi- 
dent Henry Hart, of the Third-Avenue Road, 
has any financial interest. ‘Chairman Graham 
reported that Mr. Hart owned stock in several 
railroads outside of New-York, and also a 
considerable iuterest in the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company. He was to be attacked on 
all these lines, and when that had been accom- 
plished those in which any other Third-Avenue 
Director had an interest would be assailed. 

The first biow fell yesterday. The little bob- 
tail line of eight cars, running along Church- 
street, Trinity-place, and Green wich-street. from 
Vesey-street to South Ferry, employing 12 
drivers, 4 stablemen,2 blacksmiths, and 2 car 
cleaners, Was selected asthe point of attack. The 
first car should have started from the Whitehall- 
street station at 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning, 
but not one of the men was at the station at that 
hour. They sent word that they had struck 
under orders fromthe Empire Protective Asso- 
ciation, and would remain out until the Third- 
avenue men returned to work on satisfactory 
terms. Superintendent Charles Weeks at once 
reported the state of affairs to Mr. Hart, 
and the requisite number of drivers, 
stablemen, and car cleaners’ were at 
once sent down from the Third-ayvenue 
stables. At 10 o’clock the cars were 
running as usual, with the exception that 20 
Knights of Labor were out of work, and a like 
number of non-unionists were installed in their 
places. The pay on the line was $2 per day of 
12 hours. 

By this move the Third-avenue strike fund 
will be diminished $40 per week, which would 
have been contributed by the men ordered out, 
and the latter will have to be supported from 
the fund.

ADDRESSES BY HOWARD LOCKWOOD, AUGUS- 
TINE SMITH, AND OTHERS, 

The annual dinner of the Lockwood 
Press, given by Howard Lockwood to the mem- 
bers of his staff, was eaten last evening at the 
Union League Club. Among the gentlemen pres- 
ent were Augustine Smith, Vice-President of 
the National Papermakers’ Association; the 


Hon. H. W. Cannon, ex-Controller of the Cur- 
rency; W. I. Martin, President or tbe Stationers’ 
Board of Trade; T. L. De Vinne, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Typothete Society; George L. 
Pcase, Vice-President of the Shoe and Leather 
Bank; Samuel Eckstein, Treasurer of the 
Brotherhood of Commercial Travelers; J. Par- 
ker Read, of Valparaiso, Chilt; Edward ©, An- 
derson, James A. Colvin, John C. Gallagher, In- 
gersoll Lockwood, 0.

Mr. Howard Lockwood, after welcoming his 
guests, referred to the injury inflicted on trade 
in general by the labor troubles, and while ad- 
mitting the right of workmen tostrike for the 
bettering of their own condition, severely rep- 
robated their efforts to interfere with other 
workmen or to dictate to their employers in the 
management of business, In conclusion he said 
the company was fortunate in having with 
them a gentleman pre-eminent in the paper 
trade, and then introduced Mr. Augustine Smith. 

Mr. Smith said in substance that it was a pleas- 
ure as well as a pride to him to be a member of 
the paper trade, and consequently when, re- 
cently, the interests of that trade were ham- 
pered by the onerous conditions imposed on_ it 
by the regulations of the Health Officer of this 
port under the guise of the _ so-called 
disinfection of rags, whereby the paper- 
maker was compelled to pay 20 per cent, 
more for the cost of his raw material, he felt im- 
pelled to stand up in defense of the rights 
of the trade. He flattered himself that the 
results of his efforts had been, if not to remedy 
the evil entirely, at least to alleviate it. Speeches 
were also mae by W. I. Martin, Theodore L. De 
Vinne, ex-Controller Cannon, George L, Pease, 
James A, Colvin, and others.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
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THE NINTH’S VETERANS. 
A PARADE AND COLLATION IN MEMORY OF 
THEIR DEPARTURR FOR THE WAR, 

As the 200 veterans of the Ninth Regi- 
“ment marched past the members of their active 
‘organization, who were drawn up on the south 

side of Twenty-sixth-street, between Broadway 
and §Sixth-avenue, last evening, it was 
hard to realize that 80 of their num- 
ber had borne the brunt of battle on 
some of the most bloody fields of the 


divil war. Here and there was an empty sleeve, 
and here and there were gray hairs, but the fire 
of youth still burned in their eyes,and they 
carried themselves as erectly and marched and 
wheeled with as great precision as they did 
when, 25 years ago, they marched away to 
uphold the integrity of the Nation. Then 
they left the city without muskets, and 
armed only with knives and pistols. Last 
night they carried canes, When «they 
had passed the active regiment the latter fell in 
behind them, and the line of march was taken 
down Fifth-avenue to Waveriley-place, thence 
to Broadway, along Broadway to Union-square 
and Fourth-avenue, up Fourth-avenue to 
Twenty-third-street, thence to Madison-avenue, 
and up the latter to Thirty-sixth-street, through 
which they marched to Fifth-avenue and thence 
back to Twenty-third-street, through Twenty- 
third-street to Seventh-avenue, and thence to 
the armory in Twenty-sixth-street. 

On the way down, as they passed the Worth 
Monument, the veterans of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, about 500 strong, commanded by Col. 
Winchester, gave them an informal salute, and 
as they passed the Manhattan Club, at Fifteenth- 
street and Fifth-avenue, Mayor Grace stood on 
the stoop, with the Mayor’s flag fluttering over 
his head, and reviewedthem. Behind the Mayor 
were Commissioner Beekman, of the Park 
Board; Street Commissioner Coleman, Aaron 
J. anderpoel, United States .Marshal 
Gen. McMahon, and others. As the column 
wheeled into Union-square and rounded the 
statue of Washington, a fine display of fireworks 
were let off, and red tire was burued along the 
street and on the balcony ot the headquarters of 
the veterans of the Twenty-Second Kegiment, 
100 of whom, commanded by Lieut.-Col. Far- 
ley, were drawn up along the curb, and 
heartily cheered their comrades of the 
Ninth. Then they fell in behind the column 
and marched to Twenty-sixth street and 
Madison-avenue, where they left it and joined 
the veterans of the Seventh at the Worth Monu- 
ment. When the Ninth passed them there it re- 
ceived a flattering reception, and the bombs 
began to burst, and the flower pots to scatter 
their fiery imitations. The magic lantern man 
at the corner of Twenty-third-street and Broad- 
way threw the pictures of Col. Seward,of the 
Ninth, and the Grand Army badge or the wall, 
and was gratified with the cheers which they 
evoked, 

The Veterans were commanded by Col. Charles 
R. Braine, and on his staff were Gen. Allen 
Rutherford, Capt. James Slater, Adjt. C. V. G. 
Forbes, and ayer George A. Hussey. The Cap- 
tains of the Veteran companies were Capts, 
Isaac Hoagland, I. Van Alst, Jr.. Henry Buer- 
meyer, Thomas Griftin, George Tuttle, De 
Witt C. Hammond, and W. A. Hurtz, 
Majors T. W. Tryon and R. A. Lan- 
ning, and Surgeon James Burtis. In a 
carriage behind them rode Dr. Nordquist and 
Dr. Pinkney, who were the Surgeon and As- 
sistant Surgeon of the regiment in the field, ana 
Privates George W. Pancoast and A. G. Affla. 
The old battle-worn regimental flag and several 
tattered guidons were carried in tie ranks, 
The house of Charles H. Leland, at 
Madison-avenue and Thirty-second-street, 
was brilliantly illuminated in honor ot 
the occasion. A_ collation was served in 
the armory, after which short speeches were 
made by Col. Seward, Col. Braine, Gen. Allen 
Rutherford, Gen. John Hendrickson,jand others.

TROUBLE IN THREE DISTRICTS. 
HEARING REPUBLICAN CONTESTANTS FOR 
COUNTY COMMITTEE SEATS, 


Charles N. Taintor, John D. Lawson, 
Granville P. Hawes, and Henry L. Sprague, of 
the Committee on Contested Seats, appointed at 
the last meeting of the Republican County Com- 
mittee, held its second meeting last night at 
the Cooper Institute. Ashbel P. Fitch, of the 
committee, was absent. The contests to be 
settled are those in the Fourth, Sixth, and Six- 
teenth Assembly Districts. The committee last 
night began with the Sixth District, where John 


Simpson, the recognized leader, is accused of 
having run the recent Kepublican primary eleo- 
tion to suit himself. Mr. Simpson was opposed 
by John Strebling, who, notwithstanding his 
work in the political fleld, manages to retain 
his place in the Post Office, 

The trouble in this district was principally 
about a missing poll list. The Strebling faction 
insisted that it had been made away with by the 
Simpson people, but the statements made by 
their Own witnesses betore the committee last 
night showed that the list was last seen in the 
hands of one of their own friends. Nobody 
seemed to be able to say what became of the list 
after it was traced to one of Strebling’s follow- 
ers. Charles Mayor, one of the contestants, said 
that Simpson was the whole Enrolling Board, 
and also that the names of dead men were 
voted for at the primary. Without the aid 
of the poll list these statements, he admitted 
could not be proved. Henry V. Anderson said 
that he did not vote at the primary, but had 
since discovered that his name was used by some 
other person who did vote. Strebling said that 
fully 150 illegal votes were cast. He also suid 
that he had prepared his protest against 
the fairness of conducting the _ election 
before the primary was held. He knew 
that there would be crooked work and wanted 
to have something ready. When one of Mr, 
Simpson’s followers produced a check book used 
atthe primary by the inspectors Mr, Strebling 
said that he wouldn't believe the book, as it had 
been doctored. He had been too long in the 
business to be deceived by doctored check books, 
This remark was greeted with applause y the 
Strebling contingent. Mr. Simpson himself said 
that the primary was fairly conducted, and that 
only duly enrolled Republicans had been allowed 
to vote sotar as he knew. His inspectors cor- 
roborated him. Tne committee declared the 
case of the Sixth District closed. 

William H. Townley, the leader inthe Fourth 
Assembly District, who is being badgered by 
some jealous Republicans in that part of the 
city, scored several pointson the coutestants 
whep the committee began to hear his case. He 
showed how the primary was well conducted, 
and that the proceedings were orderly and 
peaceable throughout. It was claimed by the 
opposition in this district that duly enrolled Re- 
publicans were prevented from voting at the 
primary because they had not voted the Re- 
publican State ticket last Fall, _ irre- 
spective of whether they had _ voted 
the Republican Presidential ticket in 
1884 or not. The committee will give another 
hearing in the Fourth District, and will also 
take up the contest against Capt. Michael 
Cregan in the Sixteenth Assembly District. 
There is a missing poll list in this district as well 
us inthe Sixth. Capt. Cregan says he mailed it 
to Knox McAfee, the Secretary of the Kepub- 
lican County Committee, but the latter, it seems, 
has not received it. ‘*The mails are sometimes 
very unreliable,” said the Captain last night, as 
he winked to a TIMuS reporter.

FUTURE OF MEXICAN CENTRAL. 


p WHAT IS SAID OF ITS CHANCES OF ‘BECOM- 
ING A PAYING PROPERTY. 

Boston, May 27.—Over $1,000,009 worth 
of Mexican Central bonds were traded in to-day 
on the stock market. Mexican Central 7s sold 
at 37 and 5734, and the 4s at 334, 8534, and 3474. 
The incomes sold at 55¢ and 534; the de- 
benture 10s at 55 and 53; the scrip at 
56 and 55, and the stock at 5, 5%, and 5%. 
Regarding the talk about Mexican Cen- 
tral’s future, particularly the question as 
to whether it will pay the July interest, the 
Transcript says: ‘* Most of the stories afloat are 
without foundation. The July interest will 
provably be paid, and there is little or no reason 
for uneasiness at present on this matter. The 
Mexican Central is far from the need of the re- 
organization so strenuously insisted upon 
by some pessimists. Of course the pres- 
ent is the crucial period for the road, 
and it is requiring somewhat close fig- 
uring to bring it out all right. This much is 
not disputed, but the wild stories about re- 
ceiverships and radical reorganization are un- 
warranted by the truestate of affairs. Nego- 
tiations are under way with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment looking to the piacing of the relations 
of the road and the Government upon a better 
footing for the former, and while nothing 
definite has as yet ——. it is reasonable to 
suppose from the well known intention and de- 
termination even of tne Diaz Administration to 
deal equitably and justly with the railways, that 
1b will do ali in its power to place its relations 
with the Central Road upon asolid basis of 
justice thereto. When this is done e road 
ought to be able to make a better showing and 
to satisfy its security holders that it can be 
made asure paying property, and the manage- 
ment of the company is doing all in its power 
and using every endeavor to place the road in 
this position.”

RIGHTS OF BONDHOLDERS. 

A decision affecting the value of railroad 
securities, and more particularly the rights of 
holders of first mortgage railroad bonds, was 
rendered by Justice Woods on Tuesday in the 
United States Circuit Court for the Eastern Dis- 


trict of Texas. The suit was brought by the 
Southern Development Company against the 
Houston and Texas Central Railway Company 
tor $600,000 for moneys loaned to the Houston 
and Texas Road to enable it to carry on its ope- 
rations. The plaintiffs claimed that, under a 
recent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, they being creditors of the railroad for 
furnishing supplies, had a lien on the road 
pee and superior to that of the first mortgage 
ondhoiders. Upon this theory the South- 
ern Development Company, in_ which a 
large interest is held by C, P. Huntington, 
obtained from .Judge Pardee an order for the 
appointment of two Receivers to administer the 
property in its interest. ‘T'o protect the right of 
the first mortgagees the Trustees entered a de- 
murrer, and their counsel, Algernon S. Sullivan, 
of Sullivan & Cromwell, of this city. went to 
Texas to argue the case. After a prolonged 
hearing Justice Woods sustaived the demurrer 
on the ground that the claim set up did not en- 
title the plaintiffs to any lien upon the_ earnings 
ot the Houston and Texas Railway Company. 
The court removed the former Receivers and 
appointed in their stead Nelson 8. Easton and 
James Rintoul, who will act in the interest of 
the first mortgagees.

JAMESTOWN’S NEW OUTLET. 

Burrato, N. Y., May 27.—The residents 
of Jamestown, in Chautauqua County, have 
long complained of excessive freicht rates which 
have had a bad effect on the growth of the city. 
The city now has a connection with the 
Buffalo and Southwestern Branch of the 
Erie and the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. Since the first work was begun on 
the Chautauqua Lake Railway, which it is pro- 
posed to run from Jamestown to Westfield, thus 
gaining a connection with the Lake Shore, 
the manufacturers, of whom there are many 
in the city, have felt that a better 
time was coming. But to make assurance 
doubly sure they have organized the James- 
town Short Line Railroad, which is to connect 
with the Chautauqua Lake Road and the Dun- 
kirk, Allegheny Valley and Pittsburg, with 
switches running to all the principal manufact- 
urers. This will give Jamestown two outlets 
independent of the Erie, which has all along 
had a monopoly of the business,

Field's petition in the New-York and New-Eng- 
jJand bond case is struggling over its report. At 
a meeting held to-day it is understood that one 
member, Mr. Mason, the House Chairman, a Re- 
publican, submitted a draft which, while it 
exonerates Gov.

A BOOM FOR GEN. FISK. 


CONVENTION OF NEW-JERSEY PROHIBITION- 
IsTS AT NEWARK. 

From the moment yesterday afternoon 
that Gen. Clinton B. Fisk showed himself on the 
stage of the Grand Opera House, at Newark, it 
was plain that the New-Jersey Prohibitionists, 
whose convention was there assembled, were 
going to plunge early, earnestly, and on their 
own account, into the coming State campaign, 
and that Gen. Fisk could have the nomination 
for Governor if he would take it. Delegates 
bad been arriving since morning. They talked 
among themselves about:whom they should 
put in the field. There was no dissent from the 
opinion that Gen. Fisk would be their strongest 
jeader. About his willingness there was a ques- 
tion. He had not moved a_ finger for himself, 
andto some of his friends he had said that he 
didn’t want the nomination. This declaration 
was variously construed. In several of the 
counties the impression was formed that he 
would not take such an honor and other names 
had been brought forward. &x-Mayor 
George J. Ferry, of Orange; James 
Bradiey, who developed Asbury Park, 
and Juage William H. Morrow, of 
Washington, became favorites in their respect- 
ive localities, and some of the delegations were 
in.tructed accordingly. Their candidacies 
dropped quietly out of sight, however, when 
Gen. Fisk’s champions boldly declared that he 
could not decline until the nomination was of- 
fered him, and that woen it came he would ac- 
cept. So there was nothing to @o by 2 o’clock, 
when the convention came to order by singing 
the Doxology, except to keep the boom going. 
His appearance as temporary Chairman wns a 
help inthat respect, for he got a welcome to 
stir the pride of any man. His little speech in 
response was punctuated with cheering, hand- 
clapping, and a stamping of feet almost con- 
tinuously. 

Then there was an interval for routine, The 
Rev. H. D. Opdyke became Secretary, with 
several assistants, and the delegations chose and 
announced committees on rules, credentials, 
permanent organization, and resolutions, To 
one of the committeemen thus named, Dr. Chat- 
tell, of Long Branch, Mr. Richards, of Essex, 
made objection. Dr. Chattle was a Democratic 
member of the Stete Senate. Mr. Richards 
intimated that Dr, Chattle was in the 
convention under false pretenses. Dr. Chat- 
tle said he would go out if he wasn’t 
wanted. Many delegates tried to talk 
atonece. They made it piain that the conven- 
tion was out and out for prohibition, but other- 
wise thickened the muddle. Dr. Chattle had 
defenders, one of whom, said the doctor, had 
lost his barn by fire and had suffered many 
other sacrifices, all for temperance. Dr, Chat- 
tle‘s naine was{finally allowed to stand on the re- | 
presentations of his friends that he was allright. 
Afterward he made a speechin which he com- 
mitted himself only so far as to say that he had 
never yet bolted a ticket that he helped to make, 

The delegates were glad to drop the routine 
and hear a few speeches. Horace Waters, editor 
of the Voice, came forward first. He said he 
was at the convention for a purpose. Last year 
he went to Ohio to get Dr. Leonard to run for 
Governor. Dr. Leonard declined firmly until 
Mr. Waters and 18 others got him inaroom and 
yrayed with him. ‘*So I have come here,” Mr. 

Vaters went on, “just to urge my good, dear 
brother Fisk to accept the nomination, and I 
Ishall succeed.” ‘Then the convention rose ina 
body, and it seemed that it would never get 
through cheering. Only exhaustion made it 
stop. Other speakers went on atirring up the 
Fisk boom, During the speeches, and informally, 
the doings of the %8 Republicans who resolved 
at Trenton on Wednesday tbat the party ought 
to frown on the liquor traffic came in for re- 
mark. Very derisive and uncomplimentary 
things were said about Major Paneborn and his 
associates at Wednesday's meeting. It was made 
the theme for a good deal of earnest oratory 
also about the new party and the sins of the old 
ones. Thomas V. Cator, one of the speakers, 
arguing on thé responsibility of the old parties, 
said every man who voted a Republican or Dem- 
ocratic ticket, thus voting to sanction the rum 
traffic, wasas bad asthe manin an apron who 
handed drinks overa bar. In the evening there 
was a mass meeting, at which Henry Clay Bas- 
com, of Troy, and Prof. A. A. Hopkins, of Roch- 
ester, spoke. 

The committees will report this morning, 
whena permavent organization will be formed. 
All of the 600 delegates are og ot Ye to attend, 
Only about half that number had arrived yes- 
terday, The business of chief intereet this morn- 
ing wili be the nomination for Governor and the 
adoption of the resolutions, which promise good 
reading for Prohibitionists. Gen. Fisk inter- 
posed no objection to his candidacy during the 
early part of last evening, and when the dele- 
gates separated for the night no-one else seemed 
to be in the fleld. 





A, BURGLAR CAUGHT IN THE AOT. 
Trenton, N. J., May 27.—The residence 

of W.A. Shreve, in Farnsworth-avenue, Bor- 
dentown, was-entered by a burglar at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. He had gone through the house, 
and collected a number of valuable articles, in- 
cluding two gold watches, a diamond ring, a 
pair of bracelets, and a small but costly French 
clock, when Mrs. Shreve appeared on the scene, 
Before he was aware of her presence she had' 
locked the door of the room he was in, and also 
all the other doors through which it was neces- 
sary for him to pass to gain the street. She then 
ran hastily for several neighbors, who surround- 
ed the house, while one, pistol in hand, went in 
after the burglar. The fellow surrendered at 
once, and was taken to the Town Hall and put 
in a ceil.

MISSIONER COLEMAN—BILLS 
YESTERDAY. 


ALBANY, May 27.—That the city of New- 
York needs at ieast 500 more policemen seemed 
to be the opinion of everybody who watched the 
recent scenes of lawlessness in her streets. That 
she is unable to guarantee protection to life and 
property in the event of a general outbreak 
among the turbulent spirits which constitute so 
large a portion of her cosmopolitan population 
has been generally conceded. But whether the 
bill of Senator Murphy authorizing this ad- 
ditional force will receive the signature of Gov. 
Hill is a question. 

The Governor gave a hearing upon the police 
bill this afternoon. Senator Murphy recited the 
circumstances attending the passage of the bill 
by the Legislature. The necessity for more pro- 
tection to New-York should riots ocour this Sum- 
mer was, he said, so apparent to every mem- 
ber of the Senate and Assembly that the bill was 
passed ina very few hours without opposition. 
The authorities of New-York, he added, favored 
the bill,and so do the business men and the 
heavy taxpayers. 

Gov. Hi}l asked anumber of questions about 
the proposed increase, all of which were prompt- 
ly answered by Senator Murphy ané@ Park Com- 
missioner Crimmins, who was present more par- 
ticularly to speak upon measures relating to 
the Park Department. Senator Murphy showed 
that the bill was examined by Police Commis- 
sioner Voorhis, a very careful official, before it 
was introduced. Mr. Crimmins said that,ina 
conversation with Commissioner Vovoorhis, 
the latter had said that the board might 
or it might not make the increase 
if the bill became a law. “I have no doubt,” 
said the Governor, “that with all the pressure 
for appointment of policemen that would be 
brought to bear the Commissioners would exer- 
cise their authority to the full limit. That is 
always the way in New-York."’ The Governor 
aud the Park CommissfoOners went into a calcu- 
lation upon the cost of this increase. They came 
to the conclusion that at $1,000 apiece the 500 
men would draw salaries amounting to $500,000 
annually. The Commissioners cited the increase 
in the city’s population as an argument, adding 
that there were at least 16,000 Bohemians now in 
New-York, and they were a difficult class to 
handle. 

The chief weakness of the bill, said the Gov- 
ernor, is that it makes it mandatory upon the 
Board of Hstimate and Apportionment to make 
this appropriation. Mayor Grace put himself 
distinctly on record on this point in the matter 
of the Police Captains’ bill. He insisted that the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment should 
first recommend. This bill in one section au- 
thorizes and empowers the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to appropriate $500,000 for 
the support of this additional number of police- 
men, while in the next section it says that the 
Board of Police may appoint 500 additional 
policemen. Suppose the Board of Estimate does 
not appropriate this money—what then ? 

“In that case,” replied the Senator and the 
Commissioner, “the Police Board would not 
dare to appoint the policemen.” i 

The Governor added: ** The bill practically re- 
verses the financial policy of the city, which is 
that the Board of Estimate'sha!l initiate expend- 
itures. In substance the bill says that the 
Police Board may appoint first and then go to 
the Board of Estimate and get the money.”’ 

‘The Board of Police can’t expend any money 
until it is appropriated, that is certain,” said 
Senator Murphy.” 

‘**T should like to have the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s Opinion on this puint. Suppose you ap- 
point these men, can you get their salaries for 
them ?’’ asked the Governor. 

“Not unless the Board of Estimate first ap- 
propriates the money,” was the Senator’s reply. 

“Well, gentlemen, I shoulda prefer to have the 
opinion of the city authorities before acting 
upon this bill,” said the Governor. 

Mr. Crimmins made this final point for the 
bill. He said that tne Police Board has the 
right under the present law to appoint 100 men 
a year, and yetin six years they have appointed 
only 3864 men, 

Shortly after the hearing was concluded the 
Governor received in the afternoon mail the fol- 
lowing protest against the bill: 

“The undersigned members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment respectfully protest against the 
actto increase the police force of the city of New- 
York, now awaiting your action, for the following rea-

gon; 

“ The bill itgelf is mandatory in its nature. It imposes 
a largely increased expense upon the taxpayers ut the 
instance of the police authorities and without the 
eonsent of the financial suthorities of the city who 
make up the annual budget. ‘he discretion vested in 
the Police Hourd can be exercised without any control 
by the members of the Board of Estimate, and the 
amount required to pay patrolmen appointed in pur. 
een ofthe act must be inserted in the yearly tax 
rate 

The document is signed by Mayor Grace and 
Michael Coleman, President of the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments. Two lines which 
were intended forthe signatures of the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen and the Con- 
troiler were blank. This fact did not escape 
the eye of the Governor, who dryly remarked: 
saat board appears to be divided upon this sub- 

ect. 

The Governor took up next the bill giving to 
the Park Commissioners the power which it 
takes from Commissioner of Public Works 
Squire of improving the boulevards leading 
from Central Park to Morningside and River- 
side Parks, “Brother Squire objects to this 
‘ill,’ said the Governor, reading this.extract 
trom the Commissioner's protest: 

“The bill gives to the Park Department unlimited 
power to construct and maintain their streets in any 
manner they may chose; to place drinking fountains, 
statues, works of art, &c.,in them wherever and in 
whatever quantity they may désire without limitation. 
A plan of the most extravagant nature has been acopt- 
ed for the so-called improvement of Morningside- 
avenue. It will be seen that terraces and steps and all 
sorts of adornments are intended to be made, and 
fiower beds and urns of cut cranite are to be pinced 
along the sidewalks, It will cost probably $250,000 to 
carry out these plans of Morningside alone.’ 

It waa the turn of the Commissioner to smile, 
and he beamed broadly upon the Governor, 
watching all the while a fly that was beginning 
to tickle the Governor's bald head. He ex- 
ee that none of these improvements wonld 

e@ made until the money is granted by the 
Board of Estimate ‘and Apportionment, The 
Governor conceded the propriety of giving the 
Park Commissioners the control of these par- 
ticular streets, and said he would sign the bill if 
this Board of Estimate would indorse 1t. Com- 
missioner Squire also sent a protest against the 
bill abolishing the Board for the Revision and 
Correction of Assessments,

THE CASE OF DR. WOODROW. 


‘HIS EVOLUTION THEORIES INDIRECTLY BE- 
FORE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

AvuGusta, Ga., May 27.—When the Pres- 

byterian General Assembly decided, by a vote of 

10 to 1, that man was blown into immediate 
being by a puff of dust, it was believed the 
trouble was settled as securely as if written on 
the rocks of ages. This afternoon, however, 
the question was renewed with greater intensity, 
because it came up on a more personal and 
practical basis, The Rev. James Woodrow, D.

A BIG FIRE IN FRANKLIN, 





A CHURCH, A SKATING RINK, AND SEVERAL 
OTHER BUILDINGS BURNED. 

FRANKLIN, Mass., May 27.—A fire started 
this morning in the old Daniels Building, on 
School-street, used as a storehouse, billiard hall, 
and tenement, and the structure was soon con- 
sumed, Mrs. Gordon and her family, occupants 
of tne tenement, barely escaped with their lives. 
The-efforts of the: firemen were unavailing, and 
the fire spread rapidly, destroying Brown & 
Proctor’s skating rink, J. H. Daniels’s livery 
stable, Daniels’s Hall, the Central House, corner 
of Main and Schocl streets, and a double 
tenement house owned by Davis Thayer 
and occupied by Willard A. Miller and 


E. <A. Hawkins. Part of the furniture 
and all the horses and carriages in the livery 
stable were saved. The flames then crossed Main- 
street and destroyed the Universalist Church. 
Some of the Central House and church furni- 
ture was saved. The firemen got the flames un- 
der control at 4 o’clock. Rudolph Sommers, a 
fireman, fell 25 feet from the church and wag 
badly injured, The losses and insurance are as 
follows: Snow, Bassett & Co., on straw braid 
stored, $12,000; insurance, $10,000, Brown & 
Proctor, $8,000; no insurance. Davis Thayer, 
2,000; insurance, $1,500. C. L. Foler, groceries, 
34,000; insurance, $3,000. 8. B. Scott, Central 
ouse and stable, $10,000; insurance, $5,500. Dan- 
jels’s Hall, owned by J. H. Daniels and Emery 
Pond, $8,000; insurance, $6,000. Universal- 
ist Church, $88,000; insurance, $22,000. W. 
Daniels, billlard hall, $1,000; insurance, $600. 
The loss on the hotel furniture, owned by W. S. 
Low, is $5,000; insurance, $4000. The other 
losses aggregate $500. W. W. Foster, of Brew- 
ster, Muss., a student at the Dean Academy, fell 
from a ladder and broke one of his legs. The 
academy buildings took fire twice, but the 
flames were put out by the students and Pro- 
fessors. W. 5. Low, proprietor of the Central 
House, had $100 in bills and $500 in gold in a 
trunk, which he forgot to take out in the con- 
fusion of getting out the boarders in the house. 
One bundred and seventy-five dollars of the 
old was recovered this morning. Mrs. Low lost 
800 in dresses and jewelry and Mr. Low $400 in 
jewelry. A petition is being prepared to havea 
town meeting called to see if the town will not 
buy a steam fire engine. 





THE LAST PENALTY PAID. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., May 27.—John 
C. Henning was hanged at 1:30 P. M. to-day. 
The crime for which he was executed was com- 
mitted at Rockville on Oct. 24, 1885. His victim 
was a widow—Mrs. Lottie Volimer—who kept a 
»psmall eating house in that town. On July 15 
Henning called on her and renewed an old ac- 
quaintance, and after that date his visits were 
frequent. In August he moved his belongings 
to Mrs. Vollmer’s piace and bezan boarding with 
her. Henning urged Mrs. Volimer to become 
his wife, and on the Lith of October they agreed 
that they would be married on the following 
day. The next day he procured a license, pre- 
sented himself before Mrs. Vollmer in an intoxi- 
cated condition, and she refused to marry him. 
On Oct. 24 Henning visited the Vollmer house 
severai times, but was unable to secure an in- 
terview. Justafter dark he called again, enter- 
ing the house without knocking. Mra. Vollmer 
and «a Miss Emma Oliver were present. Henning 
asked Mrs, Volimer if she intended answering a 
note which he hadsent her a few days before, and 
she replied that she did not. A few more words 
were exchanged, when Henning drew a revolver 
and began firing at her. She ran from the room 
and fell in the doorway. She was picked up, 
and an examination showed that she had been 
struck by three bullets. She lived but a short: 
time. Henning was captured the same night, 





KILLED BY A DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 

Toms River, N. J., May 27.—A terrifio 
explosion, resulting in the death of two men, 
occurred to-day at the United States Dynamite 
Mills, owned by Volleney & Co., near this place.., 
There have been several explosions at this mill, 


one about two months ago. The explosion to- 
day occurred at 9 o’clock 1n what is known as 
the drying room, a small building about 80 feet 
square. At the time there were Only two men 
at work in this room—Atwood Hyer, aged 25, 
and, Jobn Graham, aged 32.

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., EVIDENCE AGAINST MOST.

TRIAL OF ANARCHISTIC LEADERS FOR IN- 
CITING TO RIOT. 

When the trial of John Most, Adolph 
Schenck, and Kichard Braunschweig was re- 
sumed before Recorder Smyth, in Part IL. of the 
Court of General Sessions, yesterday morning, 
the number of persons who clamored at the door 
for admission was twice as large as the number 
of spectators on the hard wooden benches in the 
courtroom. People of Anarchistic appearance 
were turned away from the doorin shoals, As- 
sistant District Attorney Fellows opened the 
case for the people by saying that he would 
prove that the prisoners were present at an un- 
lawful assembly in Germania Hall on the night 
of April 23, and in violent speeches urged work- 
ingmen to arm themselves for the purpose of 
killing the police. 

After a smal brigade of witnesses for both 
sides had left the court room, Col. Fellows called 
Detective Joseph C. Bruner, of the Central 
Office, as the first witness forthe people. Mr. 
Bruner testified that he attended the Anarchist 
meeting at No. 9 Second-avenue on April 23. 
He saw Most, Schenck, Braunschweig, and 
about 800 other persons there. He found a cir- 
calar printed in the German language, urging 
workingmen to arm themselves against the 
capitalists, priestoraft, and banditti. During his 
speech Most produced a rifle and said that 
such guns could be bought for $6, $8, or $12 
each. He also invited workingmen to attend a 
public meeting on May 1, and urged them to ro 
armed with long clubs in order to suppress the 
police, who were declared to be only the hire- 
lings of the capitalists. Detective Bruner fur- 
ther testified that Braunschweig urged the men 
to arm themselves for any emergency, snd said 
that the police had no business in the room. A 
rush was made and tables, chairs, and the stove 
were knocked over. The people shouted, “ Put 
the police out!” On cross-examination Mr. 
Bruner gave in German a synopsis of Most’s 
speech, which has already been published. 

Charles N. Ahlustrom, the next witness, who 
said that he was in the steamship business. testified 
that he went to the Anarchist meeting to make 
a speech in opposition to Most, but did not get a 
chance to make it. He heard Most advise the 
workingmen to not only arm themselves, but to 
provide their wives with petroleum bombs, to be 
used in firing the houses of capitalists. Charles 
Meyer, @ policeman, and Joseph Martin, a saloon 
keeper, testified concerning Most’s speech. Lewis 
Roth, a policeman, testifled that Most had urged 
the workingmen to ofganize into target com- 
panies, and to buy vitriol, with which to deluge 
the heads of the police. Charles ¥. Shultz, a 
real estate agent, who attended the meeting, tes- 
tifled that Most urged the workingmen to sell 
their watches and buy guns. Officer Herman 
Kern, of the Seventeenth Precinct, who was 
meer ay at the meeting, gave a synopsis of Most's 
speech, 

Jacob Von Gorichten, a Central Office detect- 
ive, testified that he assisted in the arrest of 
Braunschweig and Most. At10o0’clock on the 
evening of May 11 he,in company with other 
officers, went to No. 198 Allen-street and arrested 
Most. A musket was found inthe closet and a 
billy and a number of books were found in the 
room. Most said to him that he was living with 
a poor family of tailors. Detective Micbrel 
Bissert testifled concerning the mecting. As- 
sistant District Attorney Fellows then rested the 
case for the people. 

William Fleron was called as the first witness 
forthe defense. He pgavea detailed report of 
Most’s speech, supplying many links which the 
other witnesses had left out. His testimony 
tended to make itappear that Most’s igea in 
urging workingmen to arm themselves was that 
in the parade, which had been set down for Muy 
1, the men in line would produce a much 
stronger impression upon the people than if 
they, marched empty-handed. The case will be 
continued to-day, when Most will take the stand 
in his own behalf, 


BUDDENSIER’S APPEAL, 
aniaineilipllisab lain 
ARGUMENTS UPON THE PROPRIETY OF THE 
EVIDENCE AT HIS TRIAL. 

Several months ago the papers on the 
appeal of Charlies A. Buddensiek trom his con- 
viction of manslaughter on account of the kill- 
ing of aworkman bythe fall of houses he 
was erecting in West Sixty-first-street were sub- 
mitted to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. They were not satisfactory to the court, 
and an oral argument oon _ several im- 
portant questions was ordered. This took 
place yesterday before Judges Brady, Daniels, 
and Macomber, Richard & Newcombe appearing 
for Buddensiek and Assistant District Attorney 
De Lancey Nicoll for the prosecution. The main 
points on which the court desired light were as 
to the propriety of the admission as eyidenee on 
the trial of reports made by Building Inspectors 
respecting Buddensiek’s buildings and of tie 
td ge a given to the Grand Jury fo inspect 

ricks and mortar said to have come from tne 
fallen buildings in connection or comparison 
with other building materials. 

Assistant District Attorney Nicoll arened that 
it was clearly shown on the trial that Budden- 
siek had not built according to law, that the 
comparison of good and bad material before the 
jury was proper, and that the admission of the 
Inspectors’ reports was justified by the fact that 
Buddensick’s counsel had sought to show that 
the responsibility for the catastrophe lay with 
the Bureau of Buildings. But the reports 
had not prejudiced the jury, Mr. Nicoil 
said, and if they were left out of view 
there was yet sufficient evidence of his use of 
improper material to warrant the conviction of 
Buddensiek. Mr. Newcombe contended that it 
was improper to let the jury compare one kind 
of building material with another, as they were 
thus constituted experts, though they had no 
real knowledge. He also argued that the In- 
spectors’ reports ought not to have been admit- 
ted. Winnowed by the exclusion of the resuits 
of the comparison of the bricks and mortar and 
of the reports, it was his opinion that the evi- 
dence would not suppurt the conviction, De- 
cision was reserved. 








STUDYING ELECTRIC SUBWAYS. 
COMMISSIONER FLOWER’S PLAN FOR QGQET- 
TING QUICKLY AT WORK, 

The Electric Subway Commission held 
its first meeting since the death of Charles E, 
Loew, over a month ago, yesterday morning, 
when Roswell P. Power, the new Commissidner, 
took his seat for the first time. Mr. Flower had 
spent four hours on Wednesday afternoon ex- 


amining the plans for burying the wires which 
had been submitted to the board, and he 
expressed himself as having a pretty sood 
general idea of the most important of 
the systems.

The board passed rosolutions of respect to the 
memory of Charlies E. Loew, its former President 
and then adjourned. Mr. Moss,in speaking of 
the meeting, said: ** Mr. Flower showed tbat he 
is thoroughly in earnest in his desire to get at 
the work of burying the wires under ground at 
once. He is a practical business man, and he 
will treat the problem with business methoas, 
I see no reason why we shoulda not adopt some 
feasible system and get down to effective work 
before the end of June.”

Despite the late flurry on the frontier, ‘ 
the Ministry of TricouPpis pursues: the 
task of demobilization to which it was 
pledged and for whose prosecution it was' 
summoned back to power. Indeed, there 
is good reason to believe that the’ brief 
fusillade was the mere cover for with- 
drawal, nothing being more common in 
campaigning tactics than an aggressive 
demonstration to precede a retreat. It 
has required only a very little skirmishing 
to appease Greek pride and the lives of a 
few poor fellows to prevent a wholly 
bloodless record for the Hellenic war of 
1886. Greece, in short, has tardily arrived ' 
at a conclusion which, had it been reached 
six months ago, would have saved her 
many drachmas. But, after all, the little 
kingdom, if she has made an expensive 
experiment, will at least have called at- 
tention so clearly to her claims of frontier 
rectification that in the next general 
Balkan war they are pretty sure to be 
listened to. She could not believe, also, 
without a long waiting, that she would 
be deserted, not only by England under 
the Gladstone Government, but by France, 
who really sympathized with her, and by 
Russia, who might have used her. The 
prodigious array of ironclads blockading 
her coast was too much to contend against. 
She was no match for Turkey alone, to 
say nothing of all Europe. 











The caucus held by the Republican:

Both houses of: Congress have agreed to 


Shipping bill, which gives the effect of 
‘law to what is known as the Frye amend-. 
ament. This is a general provision giving 
‘the President: authority to deny tothe. 
‘vessels;of any foreign country commer- 
.cial privileges in our ports when the-same 
iprivileges are denied to American vessels 
jin the’ ports of that'country. While it 
applies equally to all foreign vessels, and 
*grants a power to which there is no valid, 
yobjection, it is . intended as a retaliation 
“upon 'Canada:for excluding our fishing

not‘ altogether clear ‘how it is to be 
effectively . applied. Canadian fishing’ 
‘vessels-do not resort to our ports for: the.

‘cluded .from the. ordinary - commercial 
‘privileges: in Canadian - ports, nor do our' 
fishing-vessels desire to resort to them for ‘ 
‘the sale of fish, which is the chief: privi- 4 
lege that Canadian fishing vessels desire to: 
enjoy in our ports. As acontribution to the 
‘settlement of the fishery controversy this 
provision, if strictly applied, is not likely 
to have much effect, 

The fact that the question involved in 
this dispute is an international one should | 
not be overlooked. Fortunately, the par- | 
.ties to the controversy are not the Domin-: 
ion of Canada on one-side and the States 
.of Maine-and Massachusetts on the other, : 
‘but the nations. of Great Britain and the 
‘United States. The Dominion and the 
‘two States are somewhat excited and on, 
ithe verge-of a quarrel, and therefore‘they 
are'in no-mood for a calm and judicious 
settlement of the difficulty.

fication, if any, is desirable. This must 
of necessity be a matter for international 
negotiation and settlement. 

Those who speak for the American fish- J 
ing interests make two questions of this 
matter. They maintain that no fishing 
privileges are desired except those which 
are clearly accorded by existing treaties, 
outside the three-mile limit, and about 
which there is no dispute. But they claim 
that entering Canadian ports to obtain 
supplies to be used in their ventures 
and to land their fish for shipment 
in bond is an ordinary commercial 
privilege to which fishing vessels 
are entitled on the same footing as 
trading vessels of any class. The Cana- 
dians, on the other hand, maintain that 
there is but one question, and that it arises 
under the treaty of 1818, which certainly 
denied to our fishermen the right to seek 


ter, repairs, and the obtaining of fuel and 
water. They deny that this restriction is 
affected by legislative arrangements ap- 
plying to shipping engaged in ordinary 
commerce. This is the issue to which the 
two nations are called upon to address 
themselves. 

There is nothing “but our tariff in the 
way of a very simple, easy, and sensible 
settlement ,.of the whole difficulty. If 
nothingtbut the deep-sea fisheries are de- 
sired by our people there is no occasion 
for dispute on that point. Then the op- 
portunity of trading, of buying and sell- 
ing any commodity whatever, should be 
unrestricted and would be mutually ad- 
vantageous, But the privilege which the 
Canadians chiefly desire is that of selling 
their own fish in our markets, and they are 
practically prevented by the duties exacted. 
If these could be removed the whole diffi- 
culty would disappear. But other duties 
and public charges bear so heavily upon 
our fishing interests that they demand 
the retention of the duty on fish as an in- 
dispensable protection to them. Here is 
the source of the whole trouble and the 
only obstacle to its settlement. But as 
wecan get no rational revision of our 
tariff at present there willliobviously have 
to be some agreement between the two 
nations regarding the actual rights of 
American fishing vessels in Canadian 
ports. This cannot be made by Massa- 
chusetts and Maine with Canada, nor can 
it be reached by Congressional action. It 
can only be brought about by negotiation 
between .the United States Government 
and that of Great Britain. 








SOLDIERS AND CLAIM AGENTS. 

Nothing is plainer in the recent devel- 
opments of , the pension legislation of the. 
two houses of Congress than the immense 
and direct influence of the claim agent. 
The trail of this particular serpent is over 
it all. Take the bills, for example, vetoed 
within the past fortnight by the President. 
No one can;read the statement of the 
facts which: accompanies. each.of these 
without» seeing that the claimant himself 
is a mere tool inthe hands: of some one 
sharper-and more impudent than himself. 
The average private soldier, however press- - 
ing his needs or however strong his belief 
that the Government should relieve. 
them, would never dréam that he 
could get through Congress a: spe- 
cial act for a. pension based on 
such entirely insufficient grounds as 
‘are presented in these bills. The soldier 
who-claims a pension for an injury in- 
curred by accident in a three months’ term 
of service, which did not prevent him 
from-enlisting a second time and serving - 
‘without interruption for some two ‘years, 
would no more undertake ‘to get a special 
act of Congress on such a basis of fact 
than he would undertake to borrow a 
thousand: dollars from astrange banker 
on his verbal promise to pay. Such cases 
are clearly worked up by‘men used to the 
business, who know by experience how to 
get the ear of the Senate or House Com- 
mittee,on Pensions,.and who expect to 
make.a good. deal more out of the plan if 
successful than the nominal beneficiary. 

Nor is this influence less obvious in the 
general bills. Mr..BLArr’s omnibus ‘bill 
There is, as we have said, ' 
sound ground for a proposition that the 
Government shall prevent its veteran sol-* 
diers' who have.led decent and honest 
lives from becoming dependent on charity, 
whether their present dependence is due 
‘to injury to limb or health received in 
the service or not. But such a bill would 
have to be-drawn’ with the:greatest care, 
and ' the: administration. of its provisions 
would require officers of the most 
approved , honesty and efficiency. Its 
benefits should be . strictly limited 
to men who have rendered _ real 
service during ’a.considerable time,-and 
the , greatest .possible precautions. should 
be observed to secure the Treasury against | 
fraud; and abuse. No soldier or : sailor, : 
for instance,- who! had enlisted; for less 
than two years—the shortest : term ‘after 
the ‘three-month volunteers ; from : the; 
States were relieved—could by the great-' 
est stretch of liberality be-regarded as en-; 
titled to aid’ from the’ Government be-; 
cause of disability not due to ‘his ‘service. : 
Yet the 'Blair'bill provided‘for payments: 
to soldiers who had been in the service. 
only six months,.and that: term: was re- +4 
duced by the Senate, without.a division, , 
tothreemonths. The administrativefeat-.

MR, GLADSTONE’S PROGRAMME, 

It requires a more detailed knowledge 
of the Parliamentary situation than any- 
body out of England can be expected to 
possess to appreciate the manceuvring of 
the contending parties in the House of 
Commons. The contest in its present 
stage is exclusively one of tactics, The 
Home Rule bill has passed through one 
‘season of discussion on its merits, and 
another such season is doubtless in store 
for it, but Mr. GLADSTONE’s announce- 
ment that if the bill is passed to its sec- 
ond reading he will not press for further 
consideration of it at this session appar- 
ently adjourns argument until after the 
recess. 

This willingness to ‘‘hang up” the 
measure indicates that its author is satis- 
fied that it is growing in popular favor, 
and that at the next session members will 
be subjected to a greater pressure from 
‘*the country” than has been put upon 
them thus far. It may indicate also that 
he is dissatisfied with the details of the 
bill, and hopes by gaining time to con- 
vert it into a more practicable as well as 
a more popular measure. 

In both these expectations, if he enter- 
tains them, the facts seem to bear Mr, 
GLADSTONE out. Assuredly the Liberal 
caucus yesterday must have been equally 
encouraging to him and depressing to Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN and to the “ dissident op- 
position,” as it is now the fashion to call 
the Liberal bolters, who twenty years ago 
were nicknamed by JOHN BRIGHT the 
Adullamites, The change inthe relation 
of parties since the Reform bill of 1866 
was introduced is emphasized by the fact 
that the venerable author of the nickname 
is himself among the seceders. But it 
does not appear that he now has many. 
followers. 

It may be expected that the members: 
who attended the caucus yesterday will 
support the Home Rule bill at every 
stage. By the fact of attending the cau- 
cus they gave in their adhesion to the 
principle of the bill, and Mr. GLapsTong 
in return virtually promised to modify 
its details, so as to meet reasonable and 
friendly objections. It may also be safely 
said that many members who did not 
attend the meeting staid away because 
they had not heard from their constituen- 
cies or because they did not care to com- 
mit themselves until a committal became 
necessary. It does not seem hazardous to 
predict.that twenty or thirty of these will 
be found with the great majority of their. 
party onthe side of the bill. 

The attendance upon the. caucus is 
given at 250.. At the last general elec- 
tion it was found that 833 Liberals,, 
251 Conservatives, and 86 Parnellites 
had been chosen. The Conservatives 
and Parnellites combined thus had a 
majority of four over the Liberals, while. 
the Liberals and Parnellites combined had 
a majority of 168 over the Conserva- 
tives. Now, besides the twenty or thir-. 
ty members° whom we have supposed 
to be inclined to Mr. GLapstone’s bill, 
but not yet prepared to commit them- 
selves to it, it is fair to assume that there 
were fifteen or twenty absentees whose 
position respecting the bill is the same as 
that of those who attended the meeting, 
and whose absence has _ no political sig- 
nificance. It seems safe, therefore, to add 
forty to the number of the attendants in 
order to arrive at the: probable vote in 
favor of the bill in afull.House. This 
would:make that vote 290, which, added 
tothe Parnellite.vote, would, give a ma- 
jority of 82, and‘ would leave the “ dissi- 
dent opposition” not more than 40 votes. 
This is a very marked reduction from the 
“claims” of a fortnight’ ago,.but it is 
probably much nearer the fact. * Certainly 
no Liberal who has committed himself 
either to Lord HarTINGTON or to Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN was invited .to yesterday’s meet- 
ing or had any business there. The 
chances are now decidedly ‘that the bill 
will go as far as Mr. GLADSTONE deems it 
prudent to-carry it at this session. 








THE SUPPLY OF MACKEREL, 


The House passed by a vote of 119 to 
88 on Friday last a bill:forbidding the 
importation of mackerel (Spanish mack- 
erel excepted) into the United States be- 
tween March 1 and June 1 for a period of 
five years. This bill should not be allowed , 
to become a law, and we hope the Senate: 
will reject it by a decisive vote. 

It was reported from the, Ways and 
“Means Committee by Mr. BRECKINRIDGE, 
of Arkansas, a gentleman-whose acquaint- : 
ance with the habits: of fish in Atlantic’ 
waters and’ with the:demand for cheap; 
fish in the cities of the Atlantic seaboard 
is not sufficient to make him an eminent, 
-authority on these subjects. A report was: 
ordered by the committee before the facts 
had been properly presented. The meas- 
ure appears to have been fashioned by the 
representatives from Maine, and they were 
its foremost advocates in. the, debate. It, 
.was urged by Mr. Rexp that its enactment, 
“would protect mackerel during the spawn- : 
ing season. and improve the quality of 
_mackerel sold in our markets. 

Mr. Reep undertook to break.the force, 
of an argument that was afterward used 
against the bill by saying that all the ves-/ 
sels employed in catching Spring mack-, 
erel were owned in Maine and Massachu-* 
setts, and that for this reason a ‘bill that 
prevented the catching of these fish in the 
months when they are off the coast of’ 
North’ Carolina, Virginia, New-Jersey, 
and New-York would interfere with the 
business of no one outside of Massachu-. 
setts and Maine. The real effect of the- 
bill and the motives that probably 
caused it to be introduced and’ supported 
were plainly shown by Mr. Hewitt, of 
this city, and Mr, Lorg, of Delaware, 
‘Mackerel approach the Atlantic coast in 
the neighborhood of Cape Hatteras in 
.March, They then move_ northward, 
reaching Block Island aboutJune 1. ‘‘If 
‘this bill passes,” said Mr. Hewitt, ‘it; 
‘will have but one-effect. It will: entirely 
“prevent mackerel fishing below the coast, 





of Massachusetts; it will confine it for a 





brief period to Massachusetts and Maine, 
and’ these fish will then pass to 
Canada out ofthe reach of our 
fishermen,” If these fish ‘cannot be 
caught until after they have reached the 
Massachusétts coast, the result will be 
that the great market of New-York City 
and the other neighboring markets which 
are supplied from it will be deprived of a 
great quantity of cheap food. The mack- 
eral fishermen go south in March to catch 
these fish, and until the mackerel reach 
the Massachusetts coast on their north- 
ward journey those which are taken are 
brought to this market. After they reach 
that coast they are taken to New-England 
markets, If fishermen are not allowed 
to catch them before June 1 the supply for 
New-York must be brought to this city 
from Northern markets and must be sold 
at higher prices than are now paid. So it 
appears that the bill may be a good thing 
for somebody in New-England, although 
it will work great injury to the consumers 
of cheap fish in this vicinity. ‘You do 
not want us to have them fresh while 
passing in schools before our eyes,” said 
Mr, LorE to Mr. Reep, ‘“‘ but want us to 
wait until you catch and salt them down, 
and then get them from you.” 

That seems to be a compact statement 
of the meaning of‘the bill, for Mr. Hrw- 
ITT, in a forcible speech, swept away the 
arguments by which its advocates tried to 
defend their course. He produced letters 
written to Mr. BRECKINRIDGE by Prof, 
Batrp and Prof. Goong, of the United 
States Fish Commission, The Maine 
statesmen had asserted that unlimited 
fishing would reduce the supply of mack- 
erel, ‘‘I have never been convinced,” 
wrote Prof. Bairp, “that the abun- 
dance: of mackerel has been in any 
way affected through the agency 
of man. The catch in 1884 and 1885 
was far above:the average for the 
past fifty years.” He also showed ‘that, 
while the advocates of the bill professed 
to be striving to prevent the catching of 
mackerel in the spawning season, they 
were really giving Maine fishermen per- 
mission to take them in that season, for 
“the time of spawning, especially in 
New-England, extends considerably  be- 
yond the Ist of June.” In fact, it is said 
toinclude July. Neither he nor Prof. 
GOODE would say that such a bill’ would 
have a beneficial effect. Extensive | fish- 
ing has not diminished the supply of 
herring, and Prof. HuxLtry and other 
authorities ave been convinced : that 
so far as the _ fish that live 
and spawn in the ocean are concerned it 
is folly to legislate for their protection. 
To the volume of evidence have been 
added the testimony and opinions of Com- 
missioner BLACKFORD, of this city, who 
began his investigation of the subject 
with a belief that a close season for ocean 
fishes would be a good thing, and was con- 
vinced by careful study and: observation 
that nothing of the kind was: needed for 
the protection of such fish, Even the 
witness upon whom the Maine statesmen 
seemed to rely testified that: the, enact- 
ment of the bill would raise the price of 
the supply. 


It is admitted that mackerel. caught in 
the Spring months are not so.fat as.those 
that are caught.later, :but they are neither ' 
unpalatable nor unwholesome. Moreover, 
they are-cheap, and those who must have 
cheap food are very glad to buy them:and 
eat them. Even if they are not fat, as 
Mr. Lore said, they are better, taken and 
eaten fresh, than the salt mackerel from 
Maine which his. constituents might be 
forced to buy if this bill should 
become .a Jaw. These fish swarm in the 
ocean. Free:catching does not, diminish 
the supply. Thatis proved. The Spring “ 
mackerel are needed in the great cities of 
the Middle States, where they are a very 
important part of the supply of cheap 
food. The people.of these States should 
not be deprived of them or forced to pay 
high prices for them in order that .the 
dealers and packers of Maine may gain 
something at their expense.

THE MGRAW-FISKE SUIT. 


The decision of . the Surrogate of Tomp-» 
kins County in favor of Cornell University’ 
in the suit of Prof.. WiLLarpD FIsKE‘in the. 
matter of his late wife’s will is a fortunate 
one for that institution and for higher: 
education in this State. From most con-: 
ceivable points of view this suit was an, 
unfortunate proceeding for all in any way 
concerned in it save the attorneys. Prof. 
Fiske had been: from the earliest years of 
the university down to 1883 one of the 
most faithful friends and best counselors 
the university had had, His devotion to 
President WHITE in his work was 
something quite.out of the: ordinary 
range of human: friendships. He had 
not only’directed the department of 
North European languages, but had 
organized and shaped the character of the 
library from the outset. Probably no finer 
college library is possessed by any institu-- 








tion of the same age in this country, and. 
-what the collection, might not have be- 


come had this suit been avoided and had. 
Prof. FisK#. remained to give: direction 
to the use of the sum of one and a half 


millions left: to it by his wife :it would be: 
difficult to say. 


Prof, Fiske: has ; ranked , 
among librarians as one of the most ac- 
complished and progressive. His early 
experience’in the Astor.Library was an, 
extremely valuable one. His familiarity’ 
with Old World collections had become 
marked and had been well kept up. His 


general scholarship is far higher than the 


librarian‘ usually. has time to acquire. His 


“whole heart was in the Cornell collec-: 


tion, That the university might in time. 


-have accumulated through his direction. 


and the bequests of his wife a collection 
that-would have made of Ithaca a real 
centre for scholars and investigators of 
the best kind scarcely admits of any 
doubt. The tniversity may do : this yet, 
‘but scarcely with the same ease, rapidity, 


and completeness. 


Why, then, did he not remain? is the 
question naturally asked, and to which, 
any adequate answer would be difficult, ; 
if not impossible.. The public easily con-. 
cluded when the suit was brought that 


‘the motive was mercenary, and very un- 


mercifully did it condemn the action of 
the Professor, who had already received . 
from the estate $300,000, Having since. 


lived in Florence in an almost princely 
way on theincome of this fortune, leaving 
entirely to his lawyers the conduct of the 
suit, the public has been still less ready to 
show him mercy. Those who know the 
Professor well affirm that his motive was 
not mercenary, 80 far as his private fort- 
une was concerned. They say he has 
intended, in case he ; succeeded with 
the suit, that the library should 
receive all the benefits of the money ob- 
tained. It would simply be expended in 
the way he desired and as he believed his 
wife would have desired. His motive, 
then, was professional and sentimental. 
This is a reasonable explanation, provided 
one is disposed to take the better view of 
human nature. What is more, it has 
some basis in fact. The short time that 
Prof. Fiske remained at Ithaca after 
his wife’s death was not made as agree- 
able to him as it might have been. His 
feelings—not to say his rights—were 
scarcely given that consideration which— 
whether their due or not—he natural- 
ly desired and expected. The creation of 
what. is, known as the .Library Council 
led at once to difficulties. The upshot of 
all was this unhappy suit. 

These are causes into which an outsider: 
cannot see far below the surface, and yet 
he can see far enough to understand how 
an estrangement might follow. When 
there is added to the situation the further 
element of advising friends from whom 
Prof, Fiske ought in all mercy to have 
been saved, perhaps the situation becomes 
sufficiently clear. That Prof. Fiskr was 
badly advised—whether from base or 
from exalted motives need not be in- 
quired—at a time when any method of 
relief to his feelings would have been 
welcomed, scarcely remains a subject for 
doubt. The result of the suit, if nothing 
else, shows that. Thisresultfrom the start 
seemed a thing almost predestined, and 
the worst thing about it for the university 
seemed the delay it would cause in further 
progress. Cornell in late years has rivaled 
her first years in the public interest she 
has aroused, in the enterprise of her man-: 
agement, and in the splendid patronage 
she has enjoyed. All this has been due 
to many causes, primarily,,of course, 
to President WHiTe and Mr. Saas 
and their associates in the Board of 
Trustees, largely also to the increase in 
the available university funds, and in 
some degree—probably no slight degree— 
to the activity of the Alumni. That every 
marked change and improvement made 
since 1882 had been urged upon the Trust- : 
ees at various times by students and, 
Alumni since 1876 may be a cause or it 
may be a mere coincidence, but it remains 
a fact and, whatever be the case—whether 
cause or coincidence—neither the Alumni 
nor the Trustees should deeply care. That 
progress has been made should satisfy 
both, and both will regard the decision in 
the will suit in a common light That 
the case will go to a higher court is prob- 
able. But pity ’tis some one could nots 
prevail upon the Professor to press his 
claims no more. Compromises were tried 
at the start and-they failed, Possibly they 
would now succeed. 








The -Galatea challenges for*the , Amer- ;

One of the experiments turned 
out to be brilliantly successful, and the 
defense of the cup against the Galatea 
might perhaps have been safely left to 
the Puritan. Buta choice of fast sloops 
is desirable, and it seems from the report 
.elsewhere printed of the trial trip of the. 
_Allantic:that she is a very fast boat.. 
If the indications of .her sailing yester-, 
day are trustworthy she: is better than 
the altered Priscilla, perhaps as much:su- : 
perior to her.as the Puritan‘ was to the 
Priscilla in her original,form. In that: 
case the new sloop ought.to. be a formi- 
dable rival to the. Puritan, not.to mention 
the new and as yet. untried, Boston . boat 
the Mayflower. The yachting: season is: 
likely to be full of interest«even before 
the arrival: of the British representative , 
yacht.

REPUBLICAN SENATORS SCOLDING 
EACH OTHER. 
am. BLAIR TOLD PLAINLY THAT HE TALKS 
TOO MUCH—THE NORTHERN PACIFIC 
LAND FORFEITURE BILL 

WasuInGTon, May 27.—Harmony has not 
been a conspicuous feature of Republican Sena- 
torial caucuses during the present session of 
Congress, and it.was lost sight of foratime this 
morning, when the Republican Senators met to 
try to agree upon an order of business for ;the 
rest of the session. There was Jittle trouble ex- 
perienced in granting Mr. Dolph’s request for 
immediate consideration of the bill to forfeit a 
part of the Northern Pacitic Railroad land grant, 
but when Mr. Dolph, Mr. Edmunds, ana; others 
proposed that no amendments should pe offered 
to the bill, harmony suddenly disappeared. 
Everybody knew that the bill was just what the 
railroad wanted, and Mr. Van Wyck and a few 
others said, with sufficient emphasis, that they 
did not propose to be coerced into supporting 
a bill which they believed would simply fasten 
more closely the grip of the road on its un- 
Parned lands. The remarks of some of the 
Benators were decidedly caustic, and the attempt 
to bind the party to the Railroad bill had to 
be given up. Harmony continued outside 
of the caucus room while the Labor Ar- 
bitration bill was discussed. Senators have a 
‘well defined. idea that there is “ politics” in the 
Arbitration bill, and so it was suggested that the 
measure had better be turned over to a special 
committee, with instructions to report the best 
way for the Republicans to use the bill in order 
to win the votes of workingmen. This did not 
guit Mr. Biair. The New-Hampshire Senator is 
Chairman of the Committee on Education and 


Snes’ and considers himself the most competent 
senator to take charge of any matter affecting 
labor. Mr. Blair protested against taking the 
Arbitration bill from his committee, but a good 

any Senators were tired of the committee and 

ired of its Chairman. Some of them said so. 
fr. Sherman, among others, bluntly told Mr. 
3lair that he imperiled the chances of impor- 
tant bills by discussing them for hours until 
everybody was worn out and disgusted. If he 
had less to say, he was told, the work of the Sen- 
ate would be accomplished more easily and with 
~ delay. Of course Mr. Blair resented these 
ectures, but he could not prevent the reference 
of the Arbitration bill to a special committee. It 
Was remembered that Mr. Logan had some 
original ideas on the arbitration question, and 
it was known that he had given some 
ptudy tothe problem of gaining workingmen’s 
votes. The Illinois Senator was therefore 
made Chairman of the special committee. An 
effort was made by Messrs. Sherman and Ed- 
munds to compel Mr. Platt to postpone until 
next Winter asking the Senate to voteupon the 
resolution calling for the consideration of Ex- 
ecutive nominations with open doors. Mr. Platt 
did not consent to this, and the caucus broke up 
without voting upon the subject. The resolu- 
tion, however, bas been held back so long by 
Mr. Piatt that its most earnest friends fear it 
will be useless to try and have it adopted this 
year. Some of them admit that the opportunity 
“ pass the resolution has been allowed to slip 
oy.

Following the agreement reached by the 
caucus of the Republican Senators this morning, 
the Senate took up to-day the bill to forfeit the 
Jands granted to the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
covering that portion in its route trom Wallula 

unction to Portland, the company never 

aving constructed any road there, and it is as- 
berted never intending to doso. Although the 
bill forfeits a considerable amount of land, it is 
one which Senators have been told the Northern 
Pacific would be delighted to have become 
a law. The company’s position would be re- 
garded as unusual, if it were not explained by 
the fact that many Senators believe the passage 
of a bill forfeiting a comparatively smal! part 
of the company’s unearned lands will practically 
confirm the ruad’s title to the much larger por- 
tion of the lands which ought to be restored to 
the public domain. As soon as the bill had been 
read to-day Mr. Van Wyck pointed out this 
feature of the bill, and stirred up the railroad 
Senators by proposing to strike out all of the 
bill except the enacting clause and to insert the 
bill recently reported by the Public Lands 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives, This amendment proposes to forfeit 
ail lands granted for that portion of the North- 
ern Pacitic Road not completed before July 4, 
1879. Senators on both sides of the Chamber 
showed interest in Mr. Van Wyck’s proposition, 
and as soon as Mr. Cail had spoken briefly in its 
favor the friends of the railroad company’s bill 
opened a lively attack upon the amendment. 
Mr. Dolph, who had the bill in charge, hurried 
about from Senator to Senator to urge them to 
stand by the original bill, while Mr. Edmunds 
made a speech against the amendment. He 
told the Senators that the Senate bill could 
pass both houses, while the amendment would 
prove fatal toit. He did not, howeyer, com- 
ment upon the fact that the House has three 
times this session refused to give a hearing to 
the Dolph bill. Mr. Cockrell wanted to have the 
bill and amendment sent back to the Public 
Lands Committee, and that provoked Mr. Berry 
into revealing the fact that Mr. Dolph would 
not let the committee add anything to the bill. 
Mr. Van Wyck finally decided to withdraw his, 
amendment and did so, but he imme- 
diately offered another providing for the for- 
feiture of all the Northern Pacific lands 
not earned at the date of the passage of the 
pending bill. This was equally distasteful to the 
ene of the Railroad bill, and Messrs. Edmunds, 

olph, and Cockrell talked arainstit. While the- 
debate was in progress, Mr. Beck worked in an 
amendment declaring that the passage of the bill 
shuuld not prevent Congress from forfeiting - 
other Northern Pacific lands if it chose to do so. 
The railroad Senators regarded this as harmless, 
andit was adopted. The Senate was about to 
vote on Mr. Edmunds’s motion to table the Van 
Wyck amendment when Mr. Eustis took the 
floor and warmly opposed the Dolph bill. His 
¢peech lasted until the end of the morning hour 
hod the bill therefore went over without action.

FRENCH IMPRESSIONISTS. 


The collection of works in oil and pastel 
by the “impressionists” of Paris, which was 
lately on view at the American Art Galleries, 
has been transferred for exhibition to the 
National Academy of Design, where it may be 
seen until further notice, together with a few 
additional specimens of the artist’s craft, 
loaned for the occasion by the owners, who 
happen to be residents of the United States. 
The theories of the impressionist faction and 
their performances have been discussed so often 
in this place that to revert to either subject 
would beto traverse ground that has already 
been trodden, and with few or no results. While 
there is no danger thatthe practices of the ex- 
tremists of the school will find many imi- 
tators, and still less likelihood that mediocre 
painters, anxious to conceal their weakness 
through boldness or eccentricity, will delude 
the public into disregard of the powers of other 
artists and admiration of their own, the broad 
declaration underlying the mountain of painted, 


written, and spoken rubbish remains that nat- 
ure is the foundation of pictorial art, and that 
artificiality and conventionality are its most de- 
structive foes. The most successful achieve- 
ments of painters that loudly denounce the 
preachings and products of the impressionists 
show a recognition of this fact, while the best of 
the impressionists conceal in their ictures 
any tendency they may possess to induige in 
the orgies of drawing and color that in public 
exhibitions of the order now referred to call 
forth alternate ridicule and anger. In the col- 
lection inviting inspection at the Academy there 
are, of course, some canvases whereof the con- 
templation amply repays a visit. Jean Paul 
Laurens’s “ Death of Gen. Marceau,” (No. 9,) 
& painting that only suggests impressionist the- 
ories by the truthfulness of its coloring, is a 
beautiful though somewhat painful picture, 
and Caillebotte’s ** The Pianers,”’ (No. 30,) while 
not exactly pleasing in respect of subject, isa 
fine specimen of finished work, in which 
the naturalness of the attitude of the figures 
and the nice management of light and shade 
are equally conspicuous. Further on Roll’s 
“ Study,” (No. 19.) representing a nude woman 
with her arms enlaced about the neck of a bull, 
with a flood of sunlight irradiating the foliage 
and verdure of the background—the scene sug- 
gesting the legend of Jupiter and Europa— 
needs no explanation to prove its claim.to the 
distinction of the mention ** Hors concours’’ 
coupled with its title. Nor, is there in truth, 
any lack of strong and finished painting among 
the 3800 contributions to the _ collection, 
There are no less than 19 small marines 
by Boudin, whose finesse of execution 
and cool, gray atmosphere stand out with de- 
lightful sharpness and naturalness amid the 
polychromatic daubs of the extremists of the 
school. There is Renoir’s ** Déjeuner a Bougi- 
val,’? (No. 185,) a capital study of French faces 
and forms, and half a dozen works of the same 
artist, in which the conventional Frenchman and 
Frenchwoman are depicted with fidelity and 
comparative sobriety of color. Caillebotte, in 
addition to “*The Planers,” sends a delightful 
bit of perspective in ‘Paddling Canoe,” (No. 
186,) although exception may be taken to 
some singularly substantial reflections of 
yellow sculls in the water over which the boat is 
skimming, a beautiful study of snow on rooftops, 
(No. 114,) and some less successful efforts. Fla-

There are also some excellent 
dogs by Mélin, and the lovers of what is techni- 
cally called “strong” work can feast their eyes 
upon Manet’s * Absinthe Drinker” (No. 236) and 
* Mendicant,” (No. 240,) and upon an excellent 
likeness of Henri Rochefort (No. 21.) Other 
commendable achievements of Manet’s are hia 
** Boy with the Sword” (No. 303) and _ ‘* Fifer of 
the Guard,*’ (No. 22,) and ip a hurried enumera- 
tion of the nest things in the gallery Lerolle’s 
“The Organ” (No. 29) and °* Family 
Group,” (No. 309,) by Miss Cassatt, must not be 
forgotten. Genuine and startling specimens of 
the outcome of impressionist teachings are 
naturally not scarce,.and some of them are pos- 
itively startling. There aresome effects that 
look as though they were produced by eluing 
segments of the whites of hard boiled eggs over 
two-thirds of the canvas, views of green fields 
with patches of sunlight and vegetation that re- 
mind one of a well-mixed mayonnaise of to- 
matoes, and country scenesin which tbe trees, 
the grass, and the rustic abodes recall the 
leaden farmhouses and surroundings sold in the 
toy shops. Seurat’s “ Bathing’? (No. 170) is 
among the most distressing paintings shown, be- 
cause the largest in the collection, the 
biazing colors’ offering special offense. 
M. Guillaumin also contributes some dreadful 
examples of polychromatic dissipation, and s0 
do M. Monet: and M. Renoir, whose drawing in 
* Au Cirque” is as bad as his color is unnatural 
and ugly, and whose portrait of Wagner (No. 
210) is more suggestive of a possible chromo-lith- 
ographic frontispiece to the song of **Grand- 
father’s Clock” than of the great composer. A 
group of cast-iron figures, labeled “On the 
Balcony” and ascribed to M. Monet, should 
also be named among the distressing invoices to 
the exhihition. The Academy is far better 
suited, be 1t observed, to the display of the pict- 
ures than the locality formerly used for that pur- 
pose. One of the essentials to the appreciation 
-of impressionist paintings is tbe beholder’s get- 
ing es far away from them as practicable, and 
this he is able to do in the galleries at Twenty- 
third-street and Fourth-avenue. The impulse 
‘to remove one’s self around the corner from a 
few ot the samples of impressionist art can also 
be followed at the Academy, and may now and 
-then be obeyed without fear of subsequent 
self-reproach.

TRIAL OF 


» THE NEW SLOOP BEATS THE PRIS- 
CILLA ON THE WIND. 
HER OWNERS THINK SHE CAN HOLD HER 
OWN WITH THE PURITAN—-MORE BAL- 
LAST WANTED FOR FREE SAILING. 


The new sloop yacht Atlantic, built by 
members of the Atlantic Yacht Club to compete 
for the honor of defending the America’s Cup 
against the English cutter Galatea, made her 
trial trip yesterday and proved herself, !7 not an 
unaualified success, at least a remarkab'y fast 
boat. Contrary to the predictions of her critics, 
she showed that her best point of sailing is on 
the wind. She had the good fortune, which 
does not often come to a new boat on her trial 
trip, of falling in with several fast sailers 
against which her speed could betried. First 
she fell in with the sloop Fanny, which, until 
last year, when the Puritan and Priscilla were 
launched, was one of the fastest boats afloat in 
smooth water. The gallant styie in which the 
Atlantic ran away from the Fanny delighted 
everybody on board and whetted their appetite 
for bigger game. This she subsequently found 
in the Priscilla, which she met on her return up 
the Lower Bay. In the contests last Fall be- 
tween the Puritan and Priscilla it was a wonder 
to everybody how the former would work from 
the leeward out to the windward of the latter 
on the same tack. The Atiantic proved herself 
yesterday able to do the very same thing, and 
naturally her owners came ashore satisfied that 
they have an exceedingly good boat. 

Sailing off the wind the Atlantic did not do so 
well, and was evidently inferior to the Priscilla. 
But that did not put a damper on the spirits of 
the Atlantic people, because the Priscilla is an 
extraordinarily fast boat on that point of sailing, 
having invariably beaten her rival, the Puritan, 
on it, and because there is much yet to be done 


to the Atlantic to improve ber speed in this re- 
spect. Asan old salt put it, ** Tne main pointin 
sailing is on the wind, and in that the Atlantic 
is a flyer.” 

The threatening weather in the early morning 
delayed the start of the Atlantic, ard almost 
caused the abandonment of thetrip. There was 
& strong and somewhat squally wind from west- 
southwest, accompanied by frequent showers of 
rain, and the pleasure craft and small traders 
out on the Bay scudded along under reéefed 
mainsails. About 10:30 o’clock, however, the 
weather began to show signs of improvement. 
and it was decided to make the trial. The At- 
lantic was speedily gotten ready, but ex-Com- 
modore Latham A. Fish telephoned from New- 
York to hold her for his arrival. She was 
3 th gotten under Way at about 
11:30. The party on board consisted of 
Newberry D. Lawton. and Latham A. 
Fish, of the Building Committee: Chairman 
Church, of the Regatta Committee of 
the Atlantic Club, William H. Langley, owner 
of the schooner Comet; Capt. ** Phil’ Ellsworth, 
the designer of the yacht; John Mumm, her 
builder; J. F. Lovejoy, ** Jack ’ Sawyer, her sail- 
maker; Philip Lowe, herrigger, and Capt, ** Joe” 
Ellsworth, her sailing master. J. Rogers Maxwell, 
another member of the Building Committee, war 
on board his {little sloop Daphne, which was to 
bear the Atlantic company. The schooners Mon- 
tauk and Grayling, with sails set, rode at anchor, 
ready to follow down the Bay. ‘here were also 
the tlagship Electra of the New-York Yacht 
Club, with Commodore Gerry and a party of 
ladies on board, several other steam yachts and 
sags — a number of small sailing craft fiitting 

ou 

The Atlantic, with the mainsail, forestaysail, 
and jib set, and topsail furled, set off on the pore 
tack, standing out into the Bay toward Bed- 
loe’s Island, As she got under way she was sa- 
luted witb salvos of yacht guns and a chorus of 
steam whistles. Although her sails were spread 
for the first time their set was admirable, and 
as for the movement of the yacht it was, to bor- 
row the expression of a critical observer, ‘‘a 
pleasure to see her go through the water.” She 
cut through the water like a long knife, neither 
raising asplutter at her bow nor leaving a fur- 
row behind. 

After running some distance across the Bay 
she went about and stood for the Narrows on 
the starboard tack hauled close on the wind. 
For a time the little Daphne held her very well. 
But that was while her skipper was pe tory ho 
find the proper trim of her sails, When that bad 
been ascertained and she had run into a strong- 
er wind in the Narrows she went away from the 
little boat like aswanfromaduck. Under the 
impulse of the stronger wind she heeled over 
until her lee rail was about even with the water, 
and many observers thought she showed want 
of more baliast, but she showed the same easy 
motion before noted, cleaving the water smooth- 
ly with her jong, keen bow and leaving no drag 
in her wake. In the Lower Bay, where the 
weather was somewnat heavy, she continued her 
way alone, the Daphne having been left far be- 
bind, until well below the Hospital Islands, when 
she put about and turned her prow homeward. 

As the Atlantic went down through the Nar- 
rows the Priscilla was seen lying off Stapleton 
with her mainsail hoisted, and it was rather a dis- 
appointment that she did not weigh anchor and 
offer the new sloop a brush. But when the At 
Jantic neared Fort Hamilton on the return a big 
Bioop was descried coming down the Narrows 
along with some schooners. Everybody on 
board hoped that this was the Priscilla, but she 
did not seem large enough, and when the two 
boats approached nearer together it was seen 
that she wasthe Fanny. They met just below 
the Narrows, and the Atlantic was promptly put 
about to give the old crack a brush. Both were 
without topsails and carrying the same lower 
sails. The two yachts had not sailed one-fourth 
ofa knot together before it became apparent 
that the old sloop was no match for the new one. 
The Atlantic, sailing fully three feet to her two, 
ran away from her, asif the Fanny bad suddenly 
come to anchor. At the same time the Atlantic 
found an opportunity totry her speed with the 
schooner Grayling. T 
very much better than the Fanny. 

Again the Atlantic randown below the Hos- 
pita! Islands, and again turned back. This time 
her skipper meant togobome. But again a big 
sloop was seen coming down through the Nar- 
rows, and this was no other than the Priscilla. 
She, too, came without her topsail. They came 
together a short distance above the Hospital 
Islands. 
Priscilla’s lee bow, and entered into her first 
race. It was no one-sided affair, like the brush 
withthe Fanny, but a genuine race. At first 
the advantage was with the Priscilla, coming 
agown as she did with full headway, while 
the Atlantic lost way by putting about. The 
Priscilla therefore seemed at the outset to be 
running right to the front. 
‘gathered way the Priscilla didn’t get there. 
The spirits of those on board the Atlantic 
rose as she showed her ability to hold her own 
with the rival of the Puritan. They rose higher 
as she perceptibly began to draw ahead, and 
there was handshaking and smiling all around 
when it became apparent that she was not only 
outfooting the Priscilla, but also working out 
to windward of her. Down they sped below the 
Hospital Islands and beyond buoy after buoy, 
tollowing the course of the west bank, the At- 
lantic all the whiie drawing ahead and eating 
out to windward until the Priscilla was to the 
leeward and some distance behind. There was 
no need to ——— the race any longer. The 
Atlantic had shown herself to possess superior 
weatherly qualities and had achieved glory 
enough for her first day. 

“Why, Sir,” said one of the gentlemen aboard, 
in speaking of ‘the brush afterward, ‘“* we would 
— the Priscilla two miles to the light- 
ship. 

Yne Atlantic put about, freed her sheets, and 
started for home, and as she passed the Priscilla 
the latter did likewise. Now came the Priscilla’s 
turp, and she was Sweeping grandly by the new 
loop, when Capt. ** Joe” set the Atlantic's top- 
sail. Under the additional canvas the Atlantic 
held her own. The Priscilla did not set her top- 
‘sail, but, after running some distance. veered 
away aod parted company with the Atlantic. 

The unanimous verdict of those on board the 
Atlantic was tbat she is a gratifying success, 
and.after the encounter with the Priscilla they 
pease positively hungry for Boston baked 
beans.

HONORS TO A DEAD TELEGRAPHER 


THE MAN WHO FIRST READ MESSAGES BY 
SOUND. 


Lovrsviuur, Ky., May 27.—Col. Charles 
Taylor, the manager of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph office at Frankfort, passed through the 
city to-day en route from Columbus, Miss., to 
Kentucky’s capital with the remains of James F. 
Leonard, who died of typhoid fever at Colum- 
bus in 1862 while managing a telegraph office at 
that place. The remains were forwarded to 
Frankfort by express this morning. “Jimmy” 


Leonard was the originator ‘of reading tele- 
grams by sound, and when he first suggested 
that such a thing was possible operators 
all over the Jand considered it preposter- 
ous and hooted at the idea. The young 
Frankfort operator, however, insisted that he 
could read an instrument by sound equally as 
well as he could from the paper tape, and in or- 
der to try him several other operators assembled , 
at his office at Frankfort. Leonard stood with 
his back to the instrument, ana as the cots and 
dashes rolled off he read the many messages tlu- 
ently and wrote them out infull. This was a 
new and great feature for the telegraphic fra- 
ternity, and almost like magic the idea spread, 
and the practice of reading by sound became 
general, until at last it became such a common 
science that to-day an operator who cannot read 
by sound is considered worthless. 

At the last meeting of the Old Time Teleg- 
raphers’ Association at New-York City, a reso- 
lution was passed to have the remains of Jimmy 
Leonard removed from Columbus to his old 
home at Frankfort, there to be laid away beside : 
Daniel Boone and many other noted Ken-; 
tuckians, and that a monument be erected 
to his memory. To carry out this pur- 

ose Capt. George M. Dugan, of Jackson, Tenn.; 

dward Hogshead, of Meridian, Miss.,and-Col. C. 
E. Taylor, of Frankfort, Ky., were made’ 
a committee to solicit funds and 
tranfer the remains. The monument will bea 
very handsome one, upon one side of which will 
be a circuit of telegraph wires on poles, which 
connects with a key, and this has a nimble hand 
working it. Another side bears the name and 
dates, while the other two sides bear mottos 
suitable for their places. It has not been aeter- 
mined yet whether any big spread will be made 
when the monument is unveiled, which will be 
in July; but'this is more than likely, as all teleg- 
raphers for several States around are inter- 
ested in the honors thus conferred.

NOT MOLONEY AFTER ALL 


-_—.——— 


EX-ALDERMAN DUFFY AGAIN IN 
THE TOILS. 

*ARRESTED ON A CHARGE OF BRIBING EX- 
ALDERMAN WAITE IN FAVOR OF THE 
THIRTY-FOURTH-STREET RAILROAD. 

Inspector Byrnes was all smiles yester- 
@ay morning when any one desired to know 
from him the identity of the mysterious prisoner 
who was arrested the previous night and taken 
to the Police Central Office. He said tbat later 
in the day the person arrested would be escorted 
tothe District Attorney’s office, and that the 
“fun wouldjthen be begun.” Rumors as to the 
identity of the prisoner flew fast ani thick. It 
was believed by the majority of  per- 
sons who take an interest in the boodle 
men that “ Billy’ Moloney had voluntarily 
come to this city, and that he had surrendered 
himself to Inspector Byrnes. This rumor con- 
cerning Moloney terrified the boodle men and 
their friends, and it was conceded that Inspect- 
or Byrnes had good reason for being merry. 
Those who believed the Moloney rumor declared 
that they never doubted that he would 
* squea!,”’ and they awaited, with eyes and ears 
wide open, the arrival of the distinguished 
boodle carrier who fied to Canada. Another 
rumor, which was believed by some, was to the 
effect that Jaehne had made a full confession, 
implicating all the boodle men now under in- 
dictment, and that he had been brought from 
Sing Sing upon a writ of habeas corpus ad testi- 
ficandum. 

While everybody in and around the General 
Sessions Building was more or less excited con- 
cerning the prize captured by Inspector Byrnes 
there was a prominent arrival at the District 
Attorney’s office. The distinguished personage 
.was none other than ex-Alderman Michael 
Duffy, otherwise known as the King of Duffy- 
Ville. He isoneof the alleged boodle men in- 
dicted for receiving a bribe for his vote in favor 
ofthe Broadway Railroad’ franchise, and was 
among the batch required to furnish $25,000 bail 
each. When he quietly stepped into Assistant 


District Attorney De Lancey Nicoll'’s room, and 
one of Alderman Duffy's bondsmen, Robert 
Boyd, made his appearance, it was at once be- 
lieved that Duffy had been surrendered by his 
bondsman. It was not suspected that Duffy 
Was the mysterious prisoner over whose capture 
Inspector Byrnes was so happy, but subsequent 
events went to show that Duffy was that man. 
Then a groan went up from the inventors of ru- 
mors. They expected a more choice morsel 
than Duffy. When they learned, however, that 
he had been arrested for bribing Ex-Alderman 
Waite in the matter of the Thirty-fourth-Street 
Railroad the spirits of the rumor inventors re- 
wived, and their hearts were gladdened. They 
predicted the immediate arrest of every Alder- 
man who voted for the franchise for that road, 
but were.amazed when informed thatj ex-Alder- 
nog aehne was not of the number who voted 
for fr 

On Wednesday District Attorney Martine made 
an affidavit strong enough to insure the arrest 
of Duffy upon the new charge against him, and 
procured a bench warrant from Recorder 
Smyth. Although Mr. Martine would not say 
that he had information which led him to be- 
lieve that Duffy was about to fly from the juris- 
diction of the courts of this State, it was gen- 
erally believed, after the fact of Duffy's arrest 
had become known, that he had really intended 
flight and was packing his gripsack preparatory 
to his departure for Canada. The District At- 
torney’s affidavit upon which the bench warrant 
was granted was as follows: 

City and County of New-York, 3s.: 

Kandolph B. Martine, being duly sworn, deposes and 
says as foltows: 

lam the District Attorney of the county of New- 

York. Oninformation and belief I accuse Michael 
Duffy of the crime of bribery, as follows: Heretofore, 
to wit, in the month of December, 1884, there was 
pending befor the Board of Aldermen tem nee or ap- 
plication by a corporation known as the Thirty-fourth- 
Street Railroad Company for permission to Construct 
and operate a railroad on certain streets in the city of 
New-York, Insaid month and while said application 
‘wus pending before said Hoard of Aldermen one 
Charles B. Waite was a member of said Board of 
Aldennen, executing the functions of a public officer. 
and, as sucha member of the Common Council of 
said city. During said time and on_ or sbout 
the 22d day of December, 1864, at the city of 
New-York while said application was pending as afore- 
said, and while said Charies B. Waite was a member 
of said Common Council as aforesaid, the said Michael 
Duffy did then and there give and offer to the said 
Charies B. Waite a bribe and a sum of money amount- 
ing to several thousand dollars, and a promise and 
agreement therefor, upon an agreement and under- 
standing that the vote, opinion, judgment, action, and 
official proceeding of his, the said Charlies B, Waite, as 
such member of the Common Council aforesald, upon 
and concerning the said petition and application of the

Detective Sergeant Philip Reilly and Detective 
Samuel Sheldon were directed to arrest Duffy 
in the day time so that he might havean op- 
portunity to secure bail before the District At- 
torney’s office was closed for the day. The de- 
tectives did not have the pleasure of feasting! 
their eyes upon him until 5:30 in the evening. 
Duffy was superintending the construction ot 12 
new apartment houses which he is building in, 
Lexington-avenue and One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth-street. He is a red-faced, jolly-lookiug 
Irishman, who bas beena contractor for many 
years. When told that Inspector Byrnes desired 
to see him he expressed no surprise. He went 
with the detectives to the Police Central Office, 
and was there ushered into the Inspector’s pri- 
vate room. The Assistant District Attorney 
Nicoll was sent for, and what happened when 
the three met was not disclosed to the half- 
frantic reporters who only kuew that the In- 
Spector, and Mr. Nicoll were in close _conversa- 
tion with a mysterious prisoner. Duffy had 
been brought into the Police Central Office 
through the subterranean passage leading in 
from Mott-street. 

It was not ascertained until Duffy made his 
appearance in the District Attorney's office 
that he had been admitted temporarily to bail at 
midnight, and that he had passed the remainder 
of the night in his own house, at No. 156 East 
One Hundred and Second-street. Inthe Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office the same bondsmen were 
approved, and Recorder Smyth accepted the 
bail. The bondsmen were Robert Boyd, of No. 
850 East Eighty-second-street, and Thomas Ma- 
guire, one of Duffy's cousins, of No. 156 East 
‘One Hundred and Second-street. Boyd was one 
of the bondsmen for Duffy when he was arrest- 
edin the Broadway Surface Railroad matter. 
Boyd yesterday furnished $10,000 of the $15,000 
reaquired by Recorder Smyth, and guve as 
kecurity three houses and lots, Nos. 1,000 and 
1,002 Second-avenue, and No. 306 East Fifty- 
third-street, valued in all at $50,000. Maguire 
furnished the additional $5,000 bail, and gave as 
security three apartment houses and lots at the 
southwest corner of One Hundred and Third- 
street and Third-avenue, valued at $125,000, and 
mortgaged for $100,000. 

When Duffy was arraigned before the Recorder 
he looked anything but happy. He had lost the 
freshness from his complexion, and there was 
fire in hiseyes. He was not called upon to plead 
to any indictment, as none had as yet been pre- 
tented by the Grand Jury. This fact went along 
‘way toward sbowing that Duffy's arrest was 
‘very hastily agreed upon, and that the fear that 
he was contemplating flight prompted the arrest. 
To the reporters be merely said that he 
did not intend to talk about his arreet. 
So far as the charge against him was 
concerned, he knew nothing of any brib- 
ery in connection with the Thirty-fourth- 
Street Railroad. Then he went up town 
4o resume his labors. He is now under $40,000 
bail. District Attorney Martine said that he 
would not give to the newspapers any more 
facts than might be gleaned from his affidavit 
concerning the charge against Duffy. At pres- 
ent no more arrests were contemplated. If he 
learned that any of the other Aldermen were 
preparing to fly the country be would find a 
way of having their bail increased. Ex-Alder- 
man Charles B. Waite, who accuses Duffy of 
having bribed him, was not at home to reporters 
yesterday, and the District Attorney said that 
it would be useless to attempt to obtain any in- 
formation from the boodle informer. 

On Aug. 18, 1884, Alderman Henry W. Jaehne 
presented to the Board of Aldermen an applica- 
tion signed by P. W. Gallaudet, President, and 
Ruseell Raymond, Secretary, asking for a fran- 
echise for the Thirty-fourth-Street Railroaa 
Company.

Many persons who were familiar with the at- 
tempts of the railroad people to construct the 
road said yesterday when they learned of Duffy's 
arrest that they at no time suspected that there 
was any “ boodle”’ in that matter, and that they 
had never heard it stated that John Keenan, 
Billy Moloney, or any other boodle carriers 
were employed by the company. The fact that 
Juehne presented the petition and then refused 
to vote for the franchise was something that 
staggered them. The present President of the 
company is Henry J. Hubbard, of Brooklyn. 
The list of incorporators was filed with the Sec- 
retary of State in Albany at the time the fran- 
chise was granted by the Aldermen and signed 
by Mayor Franklin Edson. 

Lawyer Newcombe said yesterday that he had 
not seen ex-Alderman Duffy during the day, and 
was not atall alarmed over the charge made 
against Duffy by Waite. Mr. Martine has not 
yet decided which of the boodle men shall next 
be tried.

. SEEKING WARNER'S PROPERTY, 
—_—_~—_—-——— 
TWO MORE SUITS TO RECOVER REAL ES- 
TATE BEGUN BY RECEIVER DAVIES. 

As Receiver for Grant & Ward, Julien T, 
Davies has begun two more suits, for the pur- 
pose of realizing something on the judgment for 
$1,401,000 he holds against William 8S. Warner, 
the apparent principal beneficiary from the 
frauds committed by Ferdinand Ward. The 
execution issued on the judgment against War- 
ner was returned on Wednesday by the Sheriff, 
who has succeeded in procuring only $464 65 to- 
ward the satisfaction of the judgment. In the first 


suit begun in the Supreme Court by Receiver 
Davies yesterday the defendants are_ Henrietta 
L. Warner, her husband, William 8. Warner, 
and Edward Sallinger. The complaint sets 
forth that on July 10, 1883, when William S. 
Warner was insolvent in view of the fact that 
all the property he was possessed of had been 
derived from Grant & Ward, through the 
fraudulent operations of Ward, and was there- 
forethe property of Grant & Ward's creditors, 
Mrs. Warner, with money furnished by her 
husband, bought the premises No. 64 Fifth-ave- 
nue and stable premises at their rear for $70,000 
in cash, assuming a mortgage for $20,000 to 
which the premises were subject. Since the 
jonamen™ against her husband was entered in 

farch last she has conveyed the premises to 
Edward Sallinger. Receiver Davies insists that, 
though Mrs. Warner took the title to the prop- 
erty, it was really purchased by her husband, 
and is therefore impressed with a trust for the 
benefit of his judgment creditors—the creditors 
of Grant & Ward. He declares that the convey- 
ance to Edward Sallinger was part of a scheme 
to defraud those creditors. e therefore asks 
the court to declare the premises subject to the 
lien of his judgment and to bar Sallinger's claim 
to them. “ 

The same pleading is presented in the ‘second 
suit, the subject of which are the premises No. 
70 Fifth-avenue. corner of Thirteenth-street. 
Mrs. Warner took title to these premises on Jan. 
21, 1884, giving $120,000 for therm. She bas since 
mortgaged = Bag to Henry W. Ford, Trustee 
under the will of the late Augustus H. Ward, 
for $60,000, and has conveyed them to Maurice 
Moore for $80,000, the mortgage and the deed of 
conveyance ovo been filed since March 17 
last, when Referee Hamilton Cole gave Receiver 
Davies the judgment for $1,401,000 against War-

A.STRIKE LEADER IN TROUBLE, 


oo” 
ARREST OF CAPT. THOMAS CULLOM FOR AN 
OLD OFFENSE, 


The misfortunes of Capt. Thomas Cul- 
lom, the whilom manager of the Third-Avenue 
Independent Stage Line, seem to have all come 
atonce. Now heisinthe hands of the police. 

*In 1882 Cullom was janitor of the Knickerbocker 
Fiats, at Fifth-avenue and Fourteenth-street, 
where a Mr. Samuel Sondheim, a cotton broker, 
who now lives at No. 264 Fifth-avenue, had a 
furnished flat. In June of that year Mr. Sond- 
heim, with his family, went tospend the Summer 


at Long Branch, and, not wishing to 
move his furniture, he left most of it 
in charge of the janitor Captain. In Sep- 
tember Mr. Sondheim returoed, only to 
find that Janitor Cullom and his furni- 
ture, worth $3,300, had disappeared. Then Mr. 
Sondheim learned that almost immediately after 
he had left New York Capt. Cullom had carted 
off everything in the flat. A detective was sent 
to find, primarily, the stolen property, and, if 
he could, Capt. cullom. The detective traced 
almost all of the articles to the store of a man 
named Wilner, at Sixth-avenue and Thirty-third- 
street. Wilner was arrested and confessed that 
aman whom he called J. Morgan had stored the 
goods in his store und that he (Wiiner) had loaned 
him $300 onthem. Then theremaining articles 
were found ina pawnbroker’s shopon Third- 
‘avenue. There Cullom gave his right name. 
The search for Cullom bimself, however, was 
futile. Nothing was seen of him until about six 
weeks ago, when one day Mr. Sondheim saw 
him on one of the free stages on Third-avenue. 
The detectives decided that it would be unwise 
to arrest him at that time, but he was watched 
continually. Last Wednesday night the police 
heard of the Captain’s retirement from the 
strikers, and yesterday morning he was arrested 
at his house, in West Thirty-fourth-street. It is 
, supposed that he was about to leave for Cleve- 
land, Ohio, to attend the Knights of Labor Con- 
vention. He was taken to Jefferson Market 
Police Court, where Justice Duffy held him tor 
examination to-day.
